3. From the first of these Tables it appears that the num- 
ber of workhouse inmates reached its minimum, viz., 39,491, 
on the 5tli September, 1857; and that the number since 
that date increased, as is usual, during the winter half-year, 
until it reached what we may now estimate to he the maxi- 
mum number in the present year, viz., 54,807; which is 
4,411 less than the maximum number of last year. Since 
the year 1851 this maximum number has fallen on one of 
the three first weeks in February, the gradual decline of 
numbers beginning concurrently with the commencement of 
spring work. In the present year the first decrease of the 
number of inmates took place on the 27th February. But 
the very severe weather which set in at that time, and con- 
tinued 'for about a fortnight, caused a further increase of 
pauperism during its. continuance, and deferred the time of 
the maximum number until the 13th March, since which 
date it will be seen that the numbers have gradually 
declined. The numbers receiving out-door relief during the 
same fifty-two weeks have been comparatively small; but 
during the winter half-year the number increased from 849 
to 1,749, the latter being the number on the 13th March ; and 
as in the case of the workhouse inmates, this was the date 
of the maximum number during the period. 

4. The rate of mortality in the workhouses has been 
somewhat higher, on the whole, than in the preceding year. 
This is attributable not to any observable deterioration of 
the sanitary state of the population generally, hut to the 
still increasing proportion of sick inmates of workhouses in 
comparison with the other classes of paupers. 

5. The following classification of the causes of deaths in 
the wmrkhouses shows, on comparison with a similar state- 
ment contained in the 7th paragraph of our last Report, 
very little variation. The total number of deaths in last 
year was 9,455 ; in the present year, 9,589.

The excess of rates collected and lodged over I oor Law 
expenditure, viz., £86,694, has been applied, together with 
a portion of the previous surplus credits, to the expendi- 
ture under the Medical Charities Act, which amounted to 

~ 9 The 9 sum of £356,953 has been paid to the Paymaster of 
Civil Services in Ireland, under the Annuities Act, leaving a 
balance of only £900 outstanding, so that this account is 
now rapidly drawing to a closo. 

10. The reduction of pauperism and expenditure an- 
nounced in the preceding paragraphs may be looked on as 
satisfactory, supervening as it does upon a large reduction 
exhibited in the accounts of the precedmg_year. Our pre- 
sent knowledge of the statistics for twenty-nine weeks, which 
have elapsed since the 29tli September last, enables us to 
say that a further decrease of pauperism is taking place 
during the current year, the number of persons daily main- 
tained in the workhouses averaging nearly 5,000 less than m 
the corresponding weeks of the previous year. 

There is, however, as shown in tlie_ weekly summary m 
paragraph 2 of this Report, an increase in the cost ot weeiuy 
maintenance through increase of the prices of foo , w c 
materially interferes with the probability of any considerable 
decrease of expenditure in the year about to end on 
29th September, 1858. 

11. The Guardians of Unions in Ireland still continue to 

contribute assistance, in some degree, to persons esirous 
emigrating to other countries. . . 

The amount contributed to these purposes m tne y 
ended 29th September, 1857, was £4,182.

the 3'earl8S4, when similar Returns were laid before Parlia- 
ment, to the present time. These Returns will be found in 
the Appendix,* together with the Correspondence on Pie- 
morals from England and Scotland to Ireland, in continua- 
tion of the correspondence on the same subject which was 
laid before Parliament in 1 S54.+ 

These Returns do not contain a|l cases of removal, but 
only those cases in which any of the persons removed are 
admitted, after removal, into the workhouses of Ireland. A 
large class consists of those who, after landing, beg their way 
from the port to the place of birth, or who are assisted in the 
way hereafter mentioned to return to Great Britain. In some 
cases, too, the destitution in England has been feigned in 
order to obtain conveyance to Ireland free of expense. 

13. The power of removal is exercised in England, under 
the provisions of the Statute S and 9 Vic., cap. 117; and in 
Scotland, under the provisions of the Statute 8 and 9 Vic., 
cap. 83. Under these statutes persons born in Scotland 
may be removed from England to Scotland, and vice versa; 
and persons born in Ireland may be removed from England 
and Scotland to Ireland ; but there is no provision authoriz- 
ing persons born in England and Scotland, and becoming 
chargeable in Ireland, to be removed from Ireland to Eng- 
land and Scotland respectively. 

14. Under these statutes persons must be removed from 
England by. warrant obtained after a hearing and examina- 
tion beiore justices ; and in Scotland, if unwilling to go, they 
are compulsorily removable in like manner ; but in Scotland 
such persons may, with their own consent, be removed bj' 
the parochial authorities, at the expense of the parish, with- 
out legal process. In both cases the removal of Irish-born 
persons is a removal to Ireland, and not to any particular 
place therein. ; nor is it made incumbent on the removing 
authorities to deliver the destitute persons removed, to any 
authority charged with the administration of relief in Ire- 
land. A landing on any part; of the shores of Ireland is, in 
either case, an execution of the warrant, as the form of the 
warrant in each case most clearly indicates. 

15. Under the provisions of the English Statute, a power 
exists by which justices in quarter sessions may frame regu- 
lations for the more effectually carrying the Act into opera- 
tion, providing therein, so far as may be, for the removal of

I. — Circulars. 

Ro. 1 .— Practice of Admitting cf Night Lodgers” to the Work- 
house ; — Circular to Boards of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sm Gtli August, 1857. 

Tlie Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have had their attention drawn to the circumstance 
that a practice prevails in many Unions of admitting a class of per- 
sons to the Workhouse who are termed “ Night Lodgers,’’ the admis- 
sion being avowedly for one night only. The mode in which such 
admissions take place, and the manner in which the persons so 
admitted are treated, vary in different Unions; but in almost all 
eases where the practice prevails the provisions of the Workhouse 
Regulations are, more or less, departed from. In some few instances 
tlie persons so admitted are not even entered on the Workhouse hooks, 
and no relief whatever is afforded beyond lodging for the night; 
while in others, although they are registered and receive diet, they 
are not subjected to tlie ordinary discipline of the Workhouse, not 
being searched on admission, and being allowed to remain in the 
Probationary Ward or Bath-room without being cleansed or clothed 
in the Workhouse Dress, and being allowed to leave the Workhouse 
in the morning without giving any previous notice, as required by 
Article 21 of the Workhouse Regulations. 

The practice is open to many serious objections: — In the first 
place it has a direct and obvious tendency to encourage vagrancy, 
inasmuch as in a district where it prevails persons who may adopt 
a wandering and vagrant mode of life, depending for support upon 
casual charity, can always calculate with certainty upon obtaining 
an asylum for the night after the day has been occupied in begging 
about the country. This objection is equally applicable whether 
the relief afforded consists of lodging only, or ot food as well as 
lodging, inasmuch as it is the facility of obtaining lodging by night 
that encourages begging by day, and enables persons to travel from 
one part of the country to another without legitimate means of sup- 
port, the Workhouse of each Union through which they pass being 
used as a station. ■ 

In those cases in which no relief beyond the night s lodging is 
afforded a further and very serious objection consists in the respon- 
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sibility incurred in regard to the sufficiency of the relief, inasmuch 
as every person admitted to the Workhouse must be presumed to be 
destitute and wholly dependent for the necessaries of life on the 
care of the officers in charge. If, under such circumstances anv 
casualty should occur, through the want of food, fuel, or clothiuv to 
any person admitted to the Workhouse, the Workhouse Officers 
would be held responsible for not having provided “ due relief” as 
required by the Act of Parliament, there being no legal authority 
for limiting relief in the Workhouse to lodging only. i 

It is to be observed further, that the Relieving Officers, upon 
whose authority such admissions usually take place, have no ’autho- 
rity whatever to limit the duration of the relief. If, on application 
the case appears to he one of the description referred to in the 7th 
section of the 10th Vic., cap. 31, that is, a case of sudden and urgent 
necessity; and if the case appears to he a fitting one for admission 
to the Workhouse, the Believing Officer is bound to give an order 
for provisional admission, and to bring the case before the Board of 
Guardians at their next meeting, but he has no authority to give an 
order of admission for one night only, or for any limited time ; and 
if the ease is not one of sudden and urgent necessity, he has no 
authority to give an order of admission at all until lie obtains the 
decision of the Board of Guardians on the case, which he should 
bring before them for that purpose at their next meeting after the 
application. _ It is manifest that, if this course of proceeding is not 
adhered to in these eases, the question of the destitution 1 of tile 
applicants, and the propriety of relieving them, is left entirely to the 
Relieving Officer, without any control whatever on the part of the 
Board of Guardians. 

The Commissioners are aware that in the class of eases in which 
application for admission for a night is generally made, there may 
often be difficulty in determining whether the ease is or is not one of 
sudden and urgent necessity; but this is a question which must 
necessarily be left to the discretion of the Believing Officer, or of 
the Master of the Workhouse, should the application be made to him ; 
ant. those Officers must, of course, be held responsible for the due 
exercise of that discretion, so as, oil the one hand, to avoid incurring 
t.ie risk of i severe suffering to any destitute applicant in consequence 
of a refusal of admission; and on the other, to decline admission in 
cases which are clearly not of that class which the law has em- 
powered them to relieve without previous reference to the Board of 
Guardians. 



The Commissioners do not doubt that the Officers charged with 
the exercise of this discretion will be materially aided in the dis- 
charge of their duty in this respect if the provisions of the Workhouse 
Regulations are strictly enforced in reference to cases of casual 
le.ief as well ns others, ns it appears probable that Vagrants who 
are not really destitute will be deterred from applying for admission

No. 3 — Milk. Contracts— Use of Lactometer Circular to Boards 

of Guardians.

The attention of the Commissioners for administerin' 1, the Laws 
for Belief of the Poor in Ireland has been drawn to the circumstance 
that, in some Unions, a practice prevails of inserting in the Contracts 
for the supply of Milk, for use in the Workhouse, a stipulation that 
the Milk shall produce a certain number of degrees of Cream and 
that in some instances a clause is inserted in the Contract to'the 
effect that in the event of the Milk not producing the stipulated 
number of degrees of Cream, when tested by the Lactometer, a pro- 
portionate reduction in the Contract price shall be made. ‘ 1 
Circumstances have recently been brought under thenotiee of the 
Commissioners which lead them to think that it is inexpedient to 
insert in the Contracts any express Stipulations contingent on the 
results of the Galaetometer and Lactometer. Those instruments 
are good practical tests of the quality of Milk, if both are used in 
combination, but embarrassment lias arisen in some eases from Con- 
tracts being based upon the. results of one or other of them • and the 
Commissioners think, therefore, that the Guardians should Contract 
for pure New Milk, of tlie best quality, without referring at all in the 
Contract to the means by which the quality of the Milk is to bo 
determined, thus leaving it open to them to apply any test or tests 
which may be deemed advisable from time to time.

Composition of Milk. 



Milk consists of water holding in solution casein, or cheese, sugar of milk, 
various salts, and in suspension, fatty matters in the form of myriads of 
semi-onaque globules, to which the colour and opacity of milk is due. 

‘skim-milk buttermilk, cream, butter, curds and whey; cream cheese 
and ordinary cheese are mere modifications of milk, differing only from each 
other either in the abstraction of one or more of its coustit cents, or else m 

the variation of their proportions. ^ .... 

Shim-milli —The first of these (skim-milk) differs from ordinary milk in 
containing a less quantity of fatty matter, a portion of this haying been 
removed with the cream ; it still, however, contains nearly all the cheese 
the su"ar of milk, some butter, and the salts of milk ; it is therefore scarcely 
less nutritious than new milk, hut, in consequence of the diminished amount 
of fatty matter, is less adapted to the development of fat, and to the main- 
tenance of respiration, and the temperature of the body. In some cases 
where fatty matter is found to disagree, and where, in consequence, rank in 
its usual state cannot be taken without inconvenience, skim-milk may be 
substituted with advantage. . . ... . .. ... ... 

Buttermilk. — Buttermilk approaches skim-milk m its composition, but 
contains a still smaller quantity of fat ; as an article of diet for poor persons, 
it has the recommendation of cheapness. 

Potatoes and buttermilk, as is well known, taken together form a very 
considerable portion of the diet of the peasantry of Ireland ; the buttermilk 
constitutes an essential part of such a diet, it supplying the nitrogemzea 
matter necessary for the growth of the body, and of which the potatoes 
themselves are comparatively deficient. 

Cream In contradistinction to these, cream consists almost entirely oi 

the fat, with a very small quantity of the sugar, casein, and the other con- 
stituents of milk. . ... 

The relative proportions of the different constituents of cow s milk, espe- 
cially the fatty matter, are subject to very great variation; the age of the 
co w, the time after calving, food, temperature, weather, and the time ana 

frequency of milking, all occasion considerable differences. 

The constituents of cow’s milk in the normal state, according to M. m. 
O’Henrie and Chevalier, are as follow : —

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the hydrometer or galactometer, and to estimate the quantity of cream by 
the lactometer. 

Should we desire to institute a quantitative analysis of its chief constituents, 
we may then adopt the process described by Haidlen.* 

Specific Gravity of Milk. 

As the composition of milk varies, so of course does its specific gravity. 

Genuine cow’s milk has an average specific gravity of about 1 030, it seldom 
exceeds 1031, but is frequently several degrees lower. The great variation 
in the specific gravity of milk is occasioned by corresponding variations in 
the quantity of butter or cream present; the butter of milk being so much 
lighter than water, the greater the proportion of butter, the lighter of course 
is the milk. 

That this is really so, is shown by the following table.

The above table includes samples of both morning and afternoon milks, as 
well as some of the first and last milk obtained at the same milking ; they 
are not, therefore, to be taken as average samples of milk. 

From an examination of the table, it appears that a milk may he of high 
specific gravity, and yet yield hut little cream (see 1) ; or it may be of low 
specific gravity, and yet afford a very large quantity of cream (see 4) ; also, 
that the removal of the cream increases the density of the milk (skim-milk) 
several degrees. It will he observed that not one of the samples in the table 
shows a low specific gravity with deficiency of cream. We have never met 
■with a natural milk of this kind, and believe it to be of very rare occurrence. 

Variations in Cojiposition op Milk. 

It has been stated that the composition of milk is subject to very great 
variation, according to Eeveral modifying circumstances ; the chief of these 
are, the age of the cow, its condition, the time and frequency of milking, the 
nature of the food, housing of the cows, and temperature.

From an examination of these tables it appears that the second milks are 
of much lower specific gravity than the first ; and hence, had the specific 
gravity test alone been relied on, they would have been pronounced to be 
* Annalen der Chemie und Pharmacie, p. 263, copied in “ Mitchell’s Treatise,” p. 78. 
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inferior in richness to the first ; a conclusion the reverse of that which is 
correct. Thus, while the cream of the whole eight samples of the first milks 
amounted to 61 } per centages, that of the last amounted to Ml}; that is, they 
contained more than double the quantity of cream. This fact is not without 
practical importance. 

The great difference in the amount of cream contained in the first mid last 
milk taken from the cow at one milking, appears to he satisfactorily explained 
on the supposition that the fatty matter of the milk obeys the same laws of 
gravity in the udder of the cow that it does when sot aside in an open vessel. 

The following tables show the varieties in the specific gravity of milk, and 
the per centages of cream in morning and afternoon milk.

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The samples were taken from the milk-pail containing the whole of the 
milk obtained from each cow, and whilst still warm. 

On the Characteristics of Good Milk. 

Good milk is a white homogeneous fluid, of sweet and bland taste, not 
becoming viscid on the addition of ammonia. It should have a specific 
gravity of about 1030, and should yield about 9£ per centages, by the lacto- 
meter! of cream. 

The specific gravity of genuine whole milk is liable to vary, ordinarily, 
however within the hunts 'of 102(5 and 1031 ; that of the serum from 1025 
to 1028; the cream is likewise subject to very great variations. 

Pure milk, not deprived of its cream, has a less specific density than skim- 
iniik, caused by the lightness of the cream. If the cream be either in part 
or wholly removed from milk, the residual milk will weigh heavier than that 
which contains its normal proportion of cream. Skim-milk, therefore, tried 
by the galactomcter scale, for pure milk only, would give a higher specific 
gravity than ordinarily belongs to pure milk, aud lienee the error might be 
committed of supposing it to be pure — an error which can only be corrected 
by means of the lactometer, by estimating with it the per centage of cream ; 
should this per centage fall short of that which is proper to pure milk, the 
sample of milk is one the value of which should be determined by the scale 
for pure skim-milk. 

Method of Determining the Cream. 

The amount of cream is determined by means of an instrument invented 
by the late Sir Joseph Banks, termed a lactometer. This consists of a tube 
usually eleven inches long and half an inch iu diameter ; ten inches of this 
are graduated in tenths of an inch, that is, in hundredths of the whole. The 
tube is tilled with milk, and set aside for twelve hours ; the cream ascends 
to the surface, and its amount is determined by the thickness of the stratum 
gained, and which is ascertained by noting the number of degrees or tenths 
through which it extends. 

Some lactometers resemble test ttibes in shape, and like them, are sup- 
ported in racks ; they are usually graduated only in the upper two inches ; 
others are provided with feet, and are graduated throughout their whole 
length. As the quantity of cream not unfrequently exceeds twenty, and 
has even been known to "reach eighty per cent., the tubes should in all cases 
be graduated for nearly their whole length. 

The construction of the lactometer is shown in the accompanying wood- 
cut, representing a rack holding four of these instruments. 

Cream forms more quickly in warm than cold weather ; and in making 
comparative observations on a number of samples, it is proper that each 
should be set aside in lactometers at the same time, and for the same period. 

The thickness of the stratum of cream formed on genuine milk is, like 
the specific gravity, subject to considerable variation; in two extreme 
cases we have met with, one of the samples showed but two degrees of 
cream, and the other eighty. According to Dr. Normandy, the thickness 
of the stratum of cream on pure milk is generally from eight to eight and 
a-half per centages. M. Dinacourt finds the per centages to range between 
nine and fourteen, while, according to our observations, the average does 
not exceed nine and a -half. 

We have said that the quantity of cream varies much in different samples of 
genuine milk ; and not only is this the case, hut it should also he known that 
the amount of cream yielded by any sample of milk is no certain criterion 
by which to judge of its quality, as some milks are rich in cream, and 
deficient in casein and sugar, and vice versa. 

It is stated that the addition of a small quantity of warm water to milk 
increases the amount of cream. The belief in the accuracy of this state- 
ment is general, and it is commonly acted upon hv milkmen; nevertheless, 
the assertion is entirely erroneous, the addition of water to milk does not 
increase the quantity of cream, it merely facilitates and hastens, in a most 
remarkable manner, its formation and separation, as is shown by what 
follows :

J It thus appears that the addition of a large quantity of water to milk 
occasions an almost immediate formation of cream, hut does not augment 
the amount; of this fact, in some cases, it would be an advantage to dairy - 
mmTwaii themselves. The addition of water to milk, of course, lessens 
its specific gravity, and so facilitates the ascension ot the cream. 

Ox the Detection or the Adulterations or Milk. 

The articles employed ill the adulteration of milk, the methods for the 
discovery of which wo have now to describe, are water, sugar, including 
treacle, ^salt-, annath, turmeric gum, tragacantli, starch, cerebral mattei, 

“Ceftain 1 'alleged adulterations of milk, either not likely to be practised or 
but rarelv resorted to, it is not necessary to notice. _ . <? 

There are two general methods by which the fact of t.ie adulteration o 
milk may be determined— the one indirect, as by a quantitative amdysis of 
the milk for its more important constituents, and by the deficiency of one 
or more of which the existence of adulteration may be inferred; the other 
direct, as by detection, either through chemistry, or the microscope, ot the 
adulterating substance or substances. 

In some cases these two methods may be combined. 

The methods by which the normal constituent s of milk may be determined 
quantitatively, have already been described. 

On the Detection of Water. 

Milk being much heavier than water, when that liquid is added to it the 
specific gravity of the mixed article is less than that of genuine , 
the diminution within certain limits is proportionate to the quant at} ot 
water added. In the knowledge of these facts, we are farms “

AFFECTED BY CERTAIN PROVISIONS IN THE IRISH BANKRUPT AND 

Insolvent Act : — Circular to Boards of Guardians. 

Poor Laiv Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 10th December, 1857. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have had their attention drawn to certain provisions 
in the Irish Bankrupt and Insolvent Act, (20 & 21 Tie., cap. 00,) 
which may affect the Securities given after the commencement of 
the Act, (the 1st November, 1857,) by Union Officers and Contractors. 

The provisions referred to are contained in Sections 384, 335, and 
330 of the Act, and copies of those Sections are annexed for the 
information of the Guardians. 

It will he seen by Section 334, that in the event of Warrants of 
Attorney to Confess Judgment, or true copies thereof, not having 
been filed with the proper officer of the Court within twenty-one 
days after execution, and the persons by whom such Warrants of 
Attorney have been given beeomiug Bankrupt or Insolvent, such 
Warrants of Attorney are to be deemed null and void. 

The 335th Section contains a somewhat similar provision regarding 
Pleas of Confession and Consents for Judgment. 

The 336th Section declares, that in the event of Bankruptcy or In- 
solvency, Judgments (unless entered upon by Warrants of Attorney, 
Pleas of Confession, or Consents for Judgment, duly filed under the 
provisions above referred to, or unless such Judgments shall have 
been registered within twenty-one days from the signing thereof,) 
shall be deemed fraudulent and void against the assignees, who will 
be entitled to recover back all moneys levied, or effects seized, by 
virtue of such Judgment. 

It appeal’s to the Commissioners to he of much importance, in 
reference to the provisions above referred to, that the Warrants of 
Attorney executed with the Bonds of Collectors and other Union 
Officers and Contractors, should in all cases he filed in the manner 
provided by the Act within twenty-one days from the date of 
execution.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have received communications trom smoiaL^imaids 
of Guardians on the subject of tlieir Circular of the ®f tl ™the 

last, recommending that Warrants oi Attorney exec 
Bonds of Collectors and others, should m till eases be hied the 
manner required by the recent Bankrupt and Insolvent Ac • 

It appears to have been very generally supposed that Commis- 
sioners, in that Circular, intended to urge upon Boards of G-uaidmns 
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the necessity of having Judgment entered on the Bonds ; this, how- 
ever, is not the ease, as it will be seen, on reference to the Circular, 
that they merely referred to the importance of having the Warrant' 
of Attorney filed, where it had been thought neeosMiry to have such 
Warrants executed. 

Some apprehension appears to have been entertained that a vorv 
serious amount of costs would be incurred if the Warrants were filed 
in every ease, and the Commissioners have been requested to state 
whether the costs should be borne by the Union, or by the party 
giving the security. 

The Commissioners have consulted their Solicitors on these points, 
and the following is an extract from a letter which they have received 
from them on the subject : — 

‘‘As we understand the matter, the course usually pursued with regard 
to the Securities taken by Boards of Guardians has been to file the Warrant 
(executed contemporaneously with the Bond), under the provisions of the 
]2th section of the first-named Act (3 and 4 Vic., cap. 105,) and, in our 
view, the 334th and subsequent sections of the 20th and 21st Victoria do 
not make any change in the effect given to the filing of such Warrants by 
the previous Acts, nor is there, in our view, any necessity now, more than 
heretofore, for entering Judgment upon these Securities. 

“The only alteration in the proceeding arising from the recent Statute, 
bo far as the Securities in question are concerned, appears to us to he, that 
in following the terms of the ‘334th section, it is now necessary 4 that if the 
Warrant so filed shall have been given subject to any defeasance or condition, 
such defeasance or condition shall be set out thereon before the same shall 
be filed.’ This might or might not have been the case under the previous Act. 

“ If' we be right, the question of expense of filing the Warrant will be of 
little importance, the fee paid to the Officer being very trifling ; but if it be 
necessary to enter Judgment on such Warrant, the costs of doing so will 
form part of the Judgment so to be entered against the party, and of course 
be payable by him.” 

The Commissioners believe there are many eases in which it is not 
the practice of the Guardians to require a Warrant of Attorney to 
confess Judgment to he executed, but in cases where it has been 
thought necessary to take such a Warrant, it is for the Guardians to 
consider whether such Warrant shall he filed in order to guard 
against the possible effect of the Bankruptcy' or Insolvency of an}’ of 
the parties, and also whether the further precaution of entering 
Judgment at once should be taken. This latter precaution, however, 
the Commissioners believe, is very unusual.

The attention of the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland has, since the last Annual Election 
of Guardians, been called to the question whether Occupiers who 
are Rated in respect of the Tenements which they occupy, but whose 
Rates are under private agreement paid by their Landlords, are 
entitled to vote in the Election of Guardians. 

It has hitherto been the general practice to disallow the Votes of 
Occupiers so circumstanced, where the Rate paid by the Landlord 
had been made more than six months before the time of Voting- it 
being provided by the 85th Sec. of the Irish Poor Relief Act thaYno 
Occupier paying Rent to any Landlord shall he entitled to Vote under 
the Provisions of the Ac-t, unless he shall have paid all the Poor 
Rates previously made and assessed upon him, except such as shall 
have been made or become due within the six Calendar Months 
immediately preceding such Voting. 

The propriety of disallowing such Votes was disputed by some of 
the parties concerned in the Election of Guardians for South Dublin 
onion last }car, and tlic Commissioners having been appealed to 
expressed an opinion that the Returning Officer’s decision was 
correct, having been so advised in a similar case bv the Solicitor- 
General, in the year 1845.

I annex the sworn deposition of Catherine Deasy. by which it will he 
perceived that she omitted a very material circumstance in her statement

in Scotland, as to legal proceedings in this ease, that the Guardians 
having been imposed upon by the authorities in the illegal removal of 
Flannigan, they consider they are justified in expending the rates in 
recovery of the illegal charge thrown upon them, as well as to protect 
themselves from a recurrence of the grievance ; and at least, that they 
have a right to sue for the relief afforded in the case. 

_ In reference thereto, I am directed by the Commissioners to state, that 
if the Gnardians are desirous to make an endeavour to obtain leval 
redress from the Scotch Poor Law Authorities for the supposed illegal 
removal of the boy Flannigan, the Commissioners recommend them to 
obtain professional advice as to the mode of procedure, and the probabi- 
lity of success.

No. 29 . — Report from Mr. Robinson, Poor Law Inspector. 
Gesiieues, Kokeby, April 25, 1856. 

The recent removal of a young man, John Wilson, from Glasgow to 
Belfast, having been brought under my notice, I would beg to make j'ou 
acquainted with the circumstances of the ease, as far as I have been able 
to ascertain them. 

On the 23rd of February last, John Wilson, aged about seventeen, 
arrived in Belfast by one of the Glasgow steamers, having been removed 
by the parochial authorities under the Poor Law Act. lie was taken to 
the Belfast Workhouse Hospital by one of the Belfast Police, who des- 
cribes the state in which he was found on board as one of great wretched- 
ness; and it is probable that he must, when the steamer arrived in port, 
have been labouring under some sort, of fit, us he states himself that he 
was taken ill onboard, and lias no recollection of any thing that occurred 
until he found himself in the Belfast Hospital ; and the nurse of the hos- 
pital describes him as being nearly unconscious when he was admitted, 
and says that he did not become sensible until he had been some short 
time in her charge. 

A correspondence on this case has taken place between Mr. Macartney, 
1I.P. for Antrim, and Mr. Bouvcrie, the President of the Poor Law 
Board, which has been forwarded by the former to the Belfast Board of 
Guardians. 

Itrausmit herewith a copy of that correspondence, as well as the evidence 
of John Wilson himself, which I have taken on oath. 

From these documents you will perceive, that he was relieved in the 
Glasgow Poorhouse ; and I apprehend from the statement made by all 
parties that his previous residence in Glasgow had not been suffieieutly 
long to give him a settlement, and that he was legally removable. It is 
also clear that he expressed a wish to be sent to Belfast, as he had a rela- 
tive (a sister ho states himself) living there. But from his own sworn 
testimony it would appear that he had always lived with his father and 
mother at Newcastle, iu England, and had never, at any time of his life, 
been in Ireland, having been born at Gnteside, near Newcastle. lie 
further swears that, although he asked to be sent to Belfast, lie stated iu 
the Glasgow Poorhouse that he was bom at Newcastle, and bad never 
been in Ireland. 

It is also to be observed, that although the Glasgow Parochial Autho- 
rities state that Wilson applied to be sent to Belfast, and said that lie 
had relations there, it is nowhere asserted in their communication that 
Wilson stated that Ireland was his native country, or that they had any 
grounds for believing such to be the case. 

Wilson’s condition on arriving in Belfast may in some measure be 
attributed to liis illness on boaial the steamer, and there do not seem to 
be any sufficient grounds for thinking that lie was treated with cruelty or 
neglect in Glasgow. But a question arises as to the legality of his 
removal to Ireland. You will observe by the Minutes of Proceedings of 
the Belfast Boardof Guardians of the 1 6th instant, that, they havepostponed 
any further communication to Mr. Macartney until I could inquire into 
the case ; and I would therefore suggest that a copy of Wilson’s evidence 
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on oatli be sent to them before their next meeting ; and that they he in- 
formed whether the removal to Maud was legal if (as lie states) he had 
been bom in England, and had passed the greater portion of his life there.

Shocking case of Cruelty on the part of the Glasgow Parochial 
Authorities. 

On Saturday morning last, the “Elk” steamer arrived at this port from 
Glasgow, between four and five o’clock in the morning. On her arrival, 
information was immediately given, by the deck steward, to Chief Constable 
Magee, that a hoy was lying in a dying state in the steerage. Mi*. Magee 
went on board, and found a youth, about seventeen years of age, almost 
in articulo mortis. The poor creature had no cap on his head, no shoes on 
Ms feet, or stockings on his emaciated legs, and Iris whole appearance 
presented that of abject misery. The Constable called on two of the night 
police, and had the unfortunate young man carried on shore by the sailors. 
A car was then procured, and he was conveyed, in charge of the police, to 
the hospital of the Union Workhouse. On inquiry, it was ascertained that 
the Parochial Authorities of Glasgow had put the lad on hoard the steamer, 
informing the steward that they would be accountable for his passage money. 
This was all the account that could be given of lrim. Mr. Magee discovered, 
by a card on the wretched pauper, that his name was John Wilson, and that 
he had been afflicted with the disease of jaundice. He is now free from this 
complaint, but remains speechless at the hospital, where lie is not expected 
to survive the effects of the treatment to which he 1ms been subjected. 
Constable Magee’s activity and philanthropy in these cases are decidedly 
creditable. Late last night we learned that the poor boy had somewhat 
revived on yesterday evening, owing to the care with which he had been 
treated. He recovered his speech, and was able to give some account of 
himself. He belongs to the neighbourhood of Baliycastle, but had been in 
Scotland for a considerable time. Neither of his parents are alive.. When 
partially recovering from the jaundice, in one of the Glasgow hospitals, Iris 
eyes became diseased, and he obtained an order for admission into the

If lie disposed of any part of his 
clothing to some of the passengers, it would account for his appearing with- 
out it at Belfast; and from what I hear of his statements to the inmates, 
while in our poorhouse, I am of opinion he is quite capable of doing so.

Evidence of John Wilson, relative to bis Removal from Glasgow 
to Belfast, referred to in foregoing Report. 

John Wilson having been duly sworn, states;— My father and mother 
lived in Newcastle, and never had been in Ireland, and died of cholera in the 
Newcastle Infirmary. 1 left Newcastle about four years ago, after my parents 
died, but did not remain in Glasgow altogether since then. I was born at 
Gateside near Newcastle ; and I never left the neighbourhood of Newcastle 
until I went to Scotland, four years ago. I never was in Ireland until now. 
I worked in Glasgow for about six months before my eye was injured, when 
I was received into the Eye Infirmary. I was then removed to the poor- 
house hospital, and asked to be sent to Belfast, as I had a sister there ; I did 
not say I had an uncle in Ireland, or that I had any other relation there 
except my sister. I was asked in the Glasgow Poorliouse where I was horn, 
and I said in Gateside, near Newcastle ; I was asked if I had ever been in 
Ireland, and I said, never.

’ The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief the Poor 
in Ireland desire to bring under the notice of his Ex r( L, 0Va i 0 f a 
Lieutenant the following circumstances connected with 
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boy named John Wilson, by the parochial authorities in Glasgow, to Bel- 
fast, in the month of February last. 

Mr. Robinson, Poor Law Inspector, lias taken the evidence of John 
Wilson on oath, and has transmitted the deposition to the Commissioners; 
from which it appears that the boy had not gained a settlement in Glasgow, 
and was, therefore, removable ; and, further, that he had expressed a wish 
to be sent to Belfast. It also appears that he had lived with his father 
and mother at Newcastle in England until their death, about four years 
ao-o • that he had never, at any time of his life, been in Ireland ; and that 
he was bora at Gateshead, near Newcastle, and was consequently not, 
under any circumstances, legally removable to Ireland. 

The Commissioners have communicated with the Board of Supervision 
in Scotland on the case, and have received from the Secretary to that 
Board, copies of correspondence with the Inspector of the Poor in the City 
Parish of Glasgow, and other documents, in which it is stated that Wilson 
represented to the Glasgow officer that he was horn in Ireland.- 

The Commissioners enclose a copy of Wilson’s deposition, as taken by- 
Ur. Robinson, and also copies of the documents received from the Board 
of Supervision, which include some correspondence which lias taken place 
in reference to the case between Mi-. Macartney, M.P. for Antrim, and 
the President of the Poor Law Board in England. 

The Commissioners are informed by Mr. Robinson, ill reference to the 
discrepancy between the statement made on oath by W ilson, in the Belfast 
Workhouse, as to the place of Iris birth, and the statement said to have 
been made by him on the same subject, when in Glasgow, that there is no 
doubt as to the fact that he is not. a native of Ireland. The boy, having 
a sister resident at Belfast, and not being on oath, appears to have been 
influenced to tell an untruth, in order that lie might go to Belfast. 

It does not -appear from the documents transmitted to the Commissioners 
that the removal took place under the authority of any legal tribunal, hut 
was a removal with consent of the pauper, under the last provision to the 
77th section of the Scotch Poor Law Act (8 & 9 Vic. c. S3). 

The present case appears to the Commissioners to afford an exemplifi- 
cation of the inexpediency of the system of voluntary removal established 
by that section. There' appears to he no doubt that the Poor Law 
authorities in Glasgow believed Wilson to he legally- removable to Belfast ; 
and, he having consented to he removed there, the Belfast Union has, in 
consequence, become bnrthened with the support of a pauper who is legally 
chargeable to some parish either in England or Scotland. 

This could hardly have occurred had there been an application to a 
competent legal tribunal, and a proper examination of the pauper. 

The Commissioners bring this point under his Excellency's consideration, 
in reference to a statement made by the Lord Advocate, in the early part 
of the present Session, that it was the intention of Government to intro- 
duce a Bill to amend the provisions of the Removal Law in Scotland.

In accordance with the instructions conveyed to me in your letter of 
the 12th instant, Xo. 1.5032/57; I have examined Mary Douglas, and I 
now beg to transmit her statement. 

As well as I and those who were present could make out from her 
pronunciation the locality in which she always resided, according to her 
statement, for fifty-six years, is “Anchor's-lane.” She repeated the name 
of the lane several times for me ; she could not. spell, and she did not know 
what an anchor is. I cannot feel" certain, therefore, that it may not be 
some other lane resembling Arichor's-lanc ; she said it lias been a market. 
It her statement be correct she has been illegally removed ; but under any 
circumstances, even if on further inquiry it be found that the law justified 
her removal, I think the apparently peculiar hardship of this case calls 
for some explanation ; aud I trust that there are circumstances which do 
not occur to me, which may alter the view I at present entertain on the 
subject.

In reference to the case of Sabina Monaghan, brought under your notice 
by the Poor Law Board, I beg to state, that on taking her examination at 

the Workhouse, she stated as follows : 

ce I am about forty years of age ; I was bora in Kulcunan, near Tuam, in 
the county of Galway, where I was married to my husband, Monaghan. I 
resided with my husband at that place for several years after our marriage; 
and about three years ago I left Ireland, and, with my husband and four 
children, came to England ; my said husband is now up the country, and 
has been absent from me several months.” 

After she had made the above statement, I told her she would have to go 
before the magistrates, and sign her pass to Ireland. She made no objection, 
to it, and when she came before the magistrates, she took her oath as to the 
correctness of the foregoing statement, and signed it. She was then taken 
back to the TV orkhouse; and in two days after she had signed her pass, I took 
her and her said four children by railway to Liverpool ; and after providing 
her with four loaves of bread, 4 lb. of cheese, 1 oz. of tea, and 1 lb. of sugar, 
and one shilling in money, I paid tlieir passage on board a steam-ship, bound 
for Dublin, that being the nearest port to the place she stated to have been 
Ixirn in. There was not tise slightest force or compulsion used, nor any 
thing held out to her to induce her to sign the pass ; and she appeared quite 
willing to go on board the steam-ship. I stopped on board the vessel until 
it sailed out of dock. 

I may add, that Mrs. Rathbone, the then matron of the workhouse, denies 
having said that the person who would take her to Liverpool would accom- 
pany her all the way home.

said I did not believe I ever drew a breath in Cork ; my brother said that he 
was not sure where I was born, hut that he believed it was in Cork ; I said 
that I could produce persons who could prove that I was born at Hammer- 
smith, and that the magistrate at Vestry Hall said I should get a day to call 
upon them to come forward, hut that I did not get it. 

On the next morning I was removed from the Workhouse with my five 
children, anu put on board a steamer on Thursday, the 2nd October; Mr. 
Powell gave me up to some man on board the steamer, who left me at Ply- 
mouth, and, after a very bad passage, we were landed at Cork, on Monday 
morning, the (3th October, when I went to the magistrates, not knowing what 
else to do, and they sent me to the Workhouse, where we were admit ted. 

I fully believe that I was born in Hammersmith and not in Ireland ; I have 
frequently heard my father and mother say that I was born there ; there are 
several persons at Hammersmith who know that I was born there, and whom I 
could have produced if I had been allowed ; all my children were born in 
London; the oldest is a plasterer in London, and able to assist me, and lias 
often done so ; the second eldest is in her Majesty’s Navy, on board the 
Hannibal, who allows me £1 a month of his pay, which I offered to give up to 
them ; and the other five are now with me. 

No person canie with me to Cork, nor, as far as I know, was there any order 
sent with me. 

And I make this solemn declaration conscientiously believing the same to be 
true, and by virtue of the provisions of an Act passed in the (3 th year of the 
reign of his" late Majesty King William IV., chap. 62, for the Abolition of 
Unnecessary Oaths.

I believe, 
however, that it confers an undoubted right to remove to her place ot 
birth any wife who has been, like Margaret Roach, deserted by her husband, 
and who afterwards makes application for relief in any parish m Luglana , 
and if I am correct in this impression, the main fact to he determined in 
the present case is, whether or not Margaret Roach was lealy oin m 
Ireland. „ ,r — 

Her statement is, that tlic only evidence adduced of the fact, betore tue 
magistrate in England, was an expression of belief, on the part ot a orotner 
of hers, that she was bom in Ireland; while, on the othei ban , s 
alleges she has frequently heard her parents say that she and two otter 
children had been born in Hammersmith. 

It will be seen, however, that she is quite unable to refer to any person 
in England who would give evidence as to her having been bom m Ham- 
mersmith; and, in this state of the ease, and as I take for grante a 
the removal having been once effected, the onus of proving its lllega i y 
rests with the Guardians of Cork Union, I fear there is but a slen er 
prospect of an. appeal against the proceedings that have been adop e 
being urged with any success.

Statement of Margaret Roach. 

Cork, 31st October, 1856. 

Margaxet Roach sworn and examined: — I arrived in Cork 
weeks ago, accompanied by live of my children ; we came by tlie u 
steamer from London. 
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We were brought from Kensington Workhouse by a person named Powell 
who is an officer connected with the Kensington Workhouse ; lie gave us up to 
two strange men who were on hoard, and whose names I do not know • those 
men did not come more than a short way with us, but they gave me’ up to 
another man on board, who supplied me with bread, and gave me, when at 
Plymouth, a paper which I was to give the captain, merely containin'* the 
words, Margaret Eoach and her five children, ” or something like that. ° 

I never saw this man again, and nobody else accompanied me to Cork. 

The time they sent me away from Kensington Workhouse, my childreu and 
I had been inmates for about a fortnight. 

When admitted to the Workhouse I had been only two days out of it ■ I 
had left to look for employment because thev threatened to send me 'to 
Ireland, but could not get it : I had been for about a month in the Work- 
house before I left for the two days ; during that month I was taken before 
a magistrate named Hall, at Vestry Hall. 

The magistrate refused to make an order for my removal on the evidence 
then brought before him ; that evidence consisted of the officers mentioning 
that my brother, who was present, would state that he thought I had been 
horn in Cork, hut that he could not say whereabouts ; and as I said I 
could get people to prove I had been horn in Hammersmith, the magistrate 
directed that I should get a holiday to produce them. 

I remained, then, in the Workhouse for about a week or a fortnight • during 
that time I applied tor leave to go out, as the magistrate had directed but 
was refused ; I then asked to be allowed to go before the Guardians ’ hut 
this also was refused; the reply to every request I made was, that ’they 
could do nothing for me, that they must send me to Ireland ; in consequence of 
this I took my discharge, hut was obliged to return in two days ; in a few days 
after my return I was taken before a new magistrate at Hammersmith, whose 
name I do not know. 

My brother stated, before this magistrate, that he believed I was born in 
Cork, but that he did not know where; and I stated that I believed I had 
been -born in Hammersmith, and that the other magistrate directed I should 
get time to procure evidence, which had not been allowed me. 

A paper was then handed me to sign ; it was read to me ; all that was 
read to me was mentioning what my brother had stated, and what I had said as 
to where my children were born, and their ages; I said I would not sign anv 
paper as to having been born in Ireland, and the clerk said I was not required 
to do that. u 

I then signed the paper, and the magistrate also signed it, and the next dav 
I was removed, as I have described, on board the steamer. 

Iam not aware if any order of removal accompanied me to Ireland. 

During the two days I was out of the Workhouse I was searching for 
employment, and could not, on that account, go to look for the evidence 
I want eu, and I did not believe they would send me to Ireland when I weot in 
agrnn ; it I had supposed so. I would, on no account, have gone in till I had 
got the evidence.

I ? er m - v children w ere left by me in Ham mersmith parish, and sent 
at - r orkhouse there ; I got three months in prison for that,

I cannot refer to any person in Hammersmith who would prove I was horn 
there ; but, if I was there myself, I eould find thorn out. 

My father had nine children, and 1 heard him say that I and two others had 
been born in Hammersmith. 

I have a sou in Her Majesty’s Navy, from whom I have an allotment pay- 
bill, by which I am entitled to 20s. a month, which, I told the Master of the 
Workhouse I would give up to them, if they allowed mo to remain in tha 
Workhouse; lhave also a son, a plasterer in London, who was always ready 
to assist me.

Poor 
in Ireland have the honour to forward herewith to the Poor Law Board 
a copy of the depositions of a female named Margaret Roche, taken by 
their Inspector, Mr. O’Brien, with respect to the circumstances under 
which she and her five children were removed from Kensington to Cork. 

It will be seen from the statement of Margaret Roche that she has been 
deserted hv her husband, who went to America ; that her brother stated 
before a magistrate at Hammersmith that he thought she was born in 
Cork, but that alic herself stated that she believed, and eould bring 
evidence to prove, that slio had been horn in Hammersmith. 

It will farther he observed that she produced no document on the 
subject of her removal, and stated that she was not aware whether any 
order of removal accompanied her to Ireland. 

The attention of the Commissioners lias been drawn to this ease Ivy the 
Board of Guardians of Cork Union, who question the legality of tlic 
removal, and describe the ease as one of great hardship. 

The Commissioners will feel obliged if tho Poor Law Board will direct 
some inquiry to be made with a view to ascertain the grounds upon 
which this person was removed to Ireland.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I am directed by the Board of Guardians of the parish of Kensington to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. 38, 7 98/56, relative to the case 
of Margaret Roche, accompanied by a newspaper report thereof. 

The Guardians desire me to state that she was removed to Ireland by the 
authority of an order issued by one of the magistrates of the Hammersmith 
Police Court ; and that the order was duly executed. Her statement, as 
given in the newspaper, is generally untrue, and more especially with refer- 
ence to the place of her birth. She was born in Ireland, which fact was 
deposed to by her father at the time her brother was removed to Ireland, in 
the year 1852, and which is also known to her cousin, Hannah Prenderville, 
and her aunt, Johanna Callaghan. 

A copy of William Lynch’s deposition, and of Hannah Prenderville's, and 
Johanna Callaghan’s statements, are herewith transmitted for the information 
of the Poor Law Board. The newspaper report, referred to above, is also 
returned herewith.

Hannah Prenderville, of Jennings’ Buildings, Kensington, states as follows : 

The above, whose maiden name was Lynch, is my first cousin ; her father 
and my father were own brothers ; I recollect her father, William Lynch, 
coming to this country from the county of Cork ; it was at the time Hammer- 
smith Suspension-bridge was building, at which my uncle, the above-named 
William Lynch, worked ; he came to this country with my aunt, Margaret 
Lynch, and six of my cousins, viz. : Daniel, John, Michael, Roger, Johanna, 
and Ellen ; my cousin, the above-named, and her brother William, were left 
behind in Cork in the care of my mother, Catherine Lynch, when, about twelve 
months after, their father sent for them, and my aunt, Johanna Callaghan, 
formerly Lynch, brought them over to this country ; I am quite positive, 
from what I know of my own knowledge and have heard, that all my cousins 
before named, their father and grandfather, as well as myself, with all ray 
family, were bom at a place called Marshallstown, about three miles from 
Mitchelstown, in the county of Cork aforesaid ; my cousin, the above, was 
married to her present husband. Michael Roche (at this time in America), at 
Hammersmith church, twenty- three years ago, or thereabouts ; he was bom 
at a place called Kirkhill Pike, in Ireland, (and at the time of her marriage,) 
she was living servant at the “ Three Jolly Gardeners,” public-house, Ham- 
mersmith, and previously she lived at Mr. Turner’s, a market gardener. 
North end, Fulham.

Johanna Callaghan, widow of Michael Callaghan, residing at No. 2, 
Lownd’s-court, Whitecross-street, St. Luke’s, who says as follows I am 
fifty-three years of age ; my late husband, Michael Callaghan, was seventeen 
yearB a police constable of the G division. No. 108, stationed at St. Luke’s, 
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Old-street, who died two years ago ; Margaret Roche, formerly Lynch, is my 
niece- her husband, Michael Roche, is in America; her father was my 
brother, and all our family were horn in one house at a place called Ballin- 
da-'iu, near Mitchelstorvn,' in the county of Cork, and all his children were 
bom near Mitehelstown, in the said county, six of whom, with his wife, he 
brought to this country about thirty or thirty-two years ago; Margaret 
Lvnch (now Roche), my said niece, I brought over with me from Cork when 
I came to this country some time after, and my sister, Catherine Lynch (now 
Cummins), brought my nephew, William Lynch ; my brother, William Lynch, 
who died in the Workhouse at Fulham, had only one child horn at Hammer- 
smith, a hoy, baptized Richard, which said child soon afterwards died.

Examination of William Lynch, taken at Fulham Workhouse on the 1st 
day of March, 1852, by Thomas Madden, Relieving Officer of the parish of 
Kensington, who stated as follows: — lam seventy-four years of age ; my 
wife. Margaret Lynch, died eight years ago ; I was born in the parish of 
Ballindagin, county of Cork, which I left about twenty-live years ago, that 
is to say. just as the new Hammersmith bridge began building; I have eight 
children living, who were all born in the county of Cork— namely, John, 47 j 
William, 45 ; Daniel, 43 ; Michael, 4 1 ; Roger, 39 ; Johanna, 37 ; Margaret, 
35, (now- Margaret Roclie); and Ellen, 33. 

The above examination of the late William Lynch aforesaid was taken in 
reference to his said son, Daniel Lynch, who, at the time, was chargeable to 
the parish of Kensington, together with his wife and his then four children, 
who were about to be removed to Cork.

Her 
statement, it will he seen, is described as generally untrue ; and it appears 
that the fact of her having been born in Ireland was deposed to by her 
father, who stated that he had, in 1852, eight children living, all of whom. 

This cir- 
cumstance appears also to have been known to her cousin and to her 
aunt, whose statements are annexed.

he has been fifty-six years in England, and tlie last twenty years in ptoc c- 
port, without leaving said Union. He became destitute and made application 
for relief, and was admitted into the Workhouse; was brought before the 
Board, who ordered him to he sent to Dublin, although he stated to said 
Board that he was a county Down man. 

Mary Robinson, thirty-two years of age, and five children, was admitted 
into the Union 25 th February, and stated that she has resided for the last 
twenty-two years in Stockport, and married to a Stockport man, who w ent 
to the country to look for work ; in his absence the children took lever, anc 
were admitted into the Infirmary ; when they recovered she was brought to 
the Board, and ordered to be sent to Dublin. On the day .alter she arm ed 
in Dublin she made application for admission at the South Dublin union 
Workhouse, she being born at Christcliurcli-place, and was refused. 

Henry Murray, wife, and two children, were passed from tlie Westminster 
Union, London, and admitted into this Union on the 23rd instant. Ilenry 
Murray states that he resided in Westminster Union for the last eignt 
years, and during that time he occupied hut one house; and in consequence 
of ill health he and his family became destitute, and made application to tlie 
‘ G 
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authorities for relief, ■who inquired of him where he was horn, he said, to 
the best of his opinion, Dublin ; he was then removed on Board of a Dublin 
packet, without the order of a magistrate. 

Robert Stewart, wife, and two children, were admitted into this Workhouse 
on the 3rd instant, and stated that he resided for the last six years in Gray’s 
Inn-lane, Holborn, London, in the one house ; he made application for 
relief, and was sent to Dublin by the authorities, although he was a native 
of Belfast. 

Margaret Smith and four children were admitted into the Union on the 
18th November, 1853, sent from the St. Giles Workhouse, London, after a 
residence of twenty-two years in the one parish; she took labour, and was 
admitted into the Workhouse ; when well, would not he allowed to join her 
husband and three children, but sent to Dublin. She is a native of the 
county Sligo.

Gestjrmen, 

I have the honour to inform you that, in accordance with your 
instructions of the 11th instant, No. 12,047, I attended at the North 
Dublin Workhouse, on Wednesday, the 12th instant, to make inquiries 
into the cases of the pauper inmates of the Workhouse, alleged to have 
been removed from England. 

The first case referred to is that of William Jordan, who I found to be 
an old infirm man, evidently labouring under some degree of imbecility', 
and, therefore, not in a fit state to be sworn. 

Although Jordan appeared to he in a groat degree forgetful of recent 
events, his recollection of former matters appeared to be fresh, and the 
purport of his statement was to the following effect That he was bom 
seventv-six years ago, in the parish of Magherally, in the county of 
Down,' in Ireland; that he left tins country in the year of the Rebellion, 
179S ; that he then went to Manchester, and afterwards to Stockport, 
where he has lived for many years. He states that he lived so long in 
Stockport, that he has children about forty years of age who were born 
there. He has now six children residing there ; and was obliged to seek 
for relief, in consequence of some dispute among his children about sup- 
porting him, and was sent over in consequence to Ireland. The unfor- 
tunate 0 old man was, however, unable to give me any particulars with 
respect to his recent residence, so as to enable me to judge whether or not 
he had become legally removable; but it is quite evident that it removed, 
he should have been sent, not to Dublin, but to Belfast, which is much 
nearer his place of birth. 

In the case of Mary Robinson and her five children, she appears to bo 
a married woman, whose husband had left her temporarily to look for 
employment, and in his absence she was compelled to seek for relief in 
consequence of one of her children having taken fever; she was accord- 
inglv admitted into the Stockport Workhouse, and kept there until her 
sick child was discharged from hospital ; upon which she was, with her 
family, at once sent off to Dublin. There may, perhaps, have been legal 
grounds for her removal, on account of the absence of her husband at the 
time of her admission into the Workhouse ; but still the removal, under 
the circumstances stated in her deposition, appears to me to have been 
one of great hardship. 

With respect to this case, I made inquiry of Mr. Jones, Relieving 
Officer of the South Dublin Union, as to the cause of his refusing to 
receive the application for relief when first made to him; and Mr. Jones 
informs me that he was not made aware of the party having been a native 
of the South Dublin Union, but having found that she had come there 
after having slept in the North Dublin Union, he accordingly refused to 
admit her into the South Dublin Workhouse. 

The case of Margaret Smith is in a great degree similar to that of Mary 
Robinson; she had resided for many years in the parish of St. Giles, in 
London, where she was married, and had six children. During the last 
autumn, her husband temporarily left her for the purpose of getting em- 
ployment during the harvest and hop season, taking three of his children 
with him; in his absence, Margaret Smith, being near her confinement, 
was obliged to seek relief, and was admitted into the Workhouse, of St. 
Giles; and after remaining there about six weeks, was sent over with her 
three children and the infant to Dublin, and admitted into the North 
Dublin Workhouse, on the 18th of November last.

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The removal in this ease, as in the previous one, will probably be justi- 
fied on the ground of the party having been deserted by her husband; but 
it likewise appears to me to be a case of great hardship. 

With respect to the case of Henry Murray and his family, I find lie was 
admitted into the Workhouse on the 23rd March, but was discharged on 
the 1st of April, so that I was unable to make inquiry into his case; as 
also into that of Robert Stewart, who was admitted on the 3rd, and dis- 
charged oil the 4th, of April.

Mixutes of Evidence enclosed in foregoing Report. 

Mary Robinson, having been duly sworn, states: — I am thirty-two years of 
age ; I was born in Christcliurch-place, in the city of Dublin ; I lived there 
until I was about ten years of age, when I went to Manchester, where I 
remained for about eight months ; after which I went to Hyde, where I got 
employment in the spinning mill of Mr. Charles Howertli, -where I con- 
tinued working until about five months ago, when I had to leave in conse- 
quence of my confinement. I was married in the year 1851, and have five 
children living. My husband left me on, I think, the 19th of January last, 
to go to look for work at Halifax; on the Sunday following his departure one 
of my children took fever, and I was compelled in consequence to apply for 
relief, being unable to support my family during the boy’s illness; I was 
admitted witli my children into the Stockport W orkhouse on Monday the 
23rd January, and remained there until the 23rd of Pebrnary, when the 
Governor of the Workhouse informed me I was about to be sent to Ireland; 
and I was on that day, with my five children, sent off to Liverpool, and there 
put on hoard a packet sailing for Dublin. My boy had been at that time 
only three days discharged from hospital. I had been taken before a magis- 
trate about a fortnight previously, and was questioned about my place of 
birth, but I was never asked whether I was married or single, or whether 
ruy cliildren were legitimate. My husband is an Englishman, and had not 
deserted me; lie had only left me, temporarily, to look for employment; 
neither he nor any of the family had ever before made any application for 
relief. I bad lived in the house from which I went to the Workhouse for 
three years, and before that in another, for eleven years. 

On the night after I landed in Dublin I slept in Commons-street, and on 
the following day made application for admission into the South Dublin 
Workhouse, when the Relieving Officer desired me to go to the North Dublin 
Union where I had slept the previous night; I went accordingly to that 
Workhouse, when I was admitted on the 25th of February last, and where 
I still continue an inmate.

With reference to the case of AVilliam J ordan, ill'. C rawford states, 
that he is an old, infirm man, evidently labouring under some degree of 
imbecility, and, therefore, not in a fit state to be sworn. Tlie pui-port ot 
his statement was, however, to the following effect : — 

He is seventy-six years of age, and was born in the parish of Maglierally, 
in the county of Down ; that he left this country in the year ot the Rebellion, 
1798; that he then went to Manchester, and afterwards to Stockport, where 
he has lived for many years ; that he lived so long in Stockport that he has 
children above forty years of age, who were horn there ; he lias now six 
children residing there, and was obliged to seek relief in consequence of some 
dispute among his children about supporting him, and be was sent over, in 
consequence, to Ireland. 

Jordan was unable to state any particulars with respect to bis recent 
residence from wbieh an opinion could be formed as to the legality of bis 
removal ; but it is quite evident that, admitting Mm. to have been legall) 
removable, be should have been sent to Belfast, which is mueli nearer to 
his place of birth than Dublin. 

Air. Crawford was unable to examine into the cases of Henry Murray 
and Robert Stewart, they having left the Workhouse. 

Although the cases inquired into by Mr. Crawford appear to involve 
great hardship, it is questionable whether an appeal could be successfully 
maintained in any of them. The Commissioners have, however, com- 
municated the cases to the English Poor Law Board.

Margaret 
is the child of her husband, who has "been dead twelve or thirteen years ; the 
others, are children of a man named Smith, with whom Margaret Lamb lias 
cohabited for several years past. Smith is a person who goes about the 
country collecting and selling chickweed. The woman herself, a person

I am, oil this point, respectfully to submit to your lordship, that neither the 
Relieving Officer nor the Directors inferred from the former communication 
that an error as to the place of landing composed part of the grievance. The 
complaint seemed to point to a wrongful and illegal removal from England, 
not to any error as to the port where Margaret Smith disembarked in Ireland. 
I am ordered, as to the new form, wherein the complaint is now viewed, to 
state, that Margaret Smith, in her examination before the Removing Magis- 
trate, said, vaguely, that she was horn in Counaught. This vagueness of 
her statement most likely was the ground of the magistrate’s selecting the 
port of Dublin. However this he, I am desired to submit to your lordship, 
that it ought not to he assumed that the pauper was sent to a wrong port, 
it not sent to that nearest her birthplace ; because the statute sets out other 
grounds which may' influence the magistrate’s discretion as to what port he 
may direct the pauper to be sent.

In accordance with your instructions of the 20th instant, I have the 
honour to forward to you the depositions of Catherine "Walsh and Jane 
Dickenson, at present inmates of the North Dublin Union "Workhouse 
the former having been recently removed from the parish of St. Giles in 
London, and the latter from the parish of Glasgow, in Scotland. ’’ 

With respect to Catherine Walsh . and her two children, I do not see 
grounds to question the legality of her removal, as, although haviim been 
generally a resident in St. Giles’ parish for the last seven years, she admits 
having been out of the parish for about two months, two’ years ago, thus 
creating an interruption in her residence; she was also, no doubt, left 
temporarily by her husband, without means of support, some time previous 
to her admission to the St. Giles’ Workhouse. 

I beg leave to draw attention to that, part of the statement relative to 
the provision made for the support of herself and her two children duriiw 
the voyage from London to Dublin, which, if her statement he correct* 
was altogether inadequate, and affords ground for making a representation 
to the Poor Law Board. 

In the case of Jane Dickenson, she appears also to have been a party 
deserted by her husband, which eaused her to become destitute and to 
apply for relief to the parish of Glasgow, where she had resided for 
upwards of five years; she, with her two children, was, some time a<m 
admitted into the Workhouse, from which she took her discharge on 
being informed she was about to be sent back to Ireland ; she, a<umi 
recently applied for relief, when she was informed bv Mr. CampbellTthe 
Officer to whom she made the application, that she could not be admitted 
into the Workhouse, and that the only relief which would be given would 
he for the purpose of sending her back to Ireland, which relief she appears 
to have consented to accept, and was accordinglv sent to Dublin, without 
any order for her removal having been apparently obtained. 

With respect to Catherine Ennis, I find that haring failed to obtaia 
from the Guardians means to convey her back to England, she did not 
become an inmate of the North Dublin AVorkhouse, and I have, therefore, 
no means of making further inquiry into the circumstances of the case.

Mr. Campbell, the party who takes the application, that he would do nothing,

— I, Catherine Walsh, being duly 
sworn, depose that I am a native of the county Kilkenny, which I left about 
seven years ago; I proceeded to London, and lived in Stacey-streefc, St. 
Giles; from the time of my going there until my removal, with the exception 
of about two months in harvest, about two years ago, when I went, with my 
husband, to work in the country, I lived in a room which was let to me by 
my sister.

too ill to be removed ; at the end of that time I was forcibly removed against 
my will, and put on board a steam-boat, and brought to Dublin with my 
two children — Mary, aged three years, and Margaret, aged eight months ; 
the man who put me on board gave me 4 d. in money and two half-quartern 
loaves, oz. coffee, li lb. sugar, and a bottle of milk for the children; lie 
told me that I would get money when I arrived at Plymouth ; I applied to 
the party there, but he refused to give me anything, except two herrings; I 
had to live on the voyage from Plymouth to Dublin on what I could pick up 
from the other passengers and crew ; I landed in Dublin on Tuesday, the 6th 
of June, and was admitted on the following day into the North Dublin.

Margaret’s, Westminster, and forward herewith her deposition relative to 
her removal. 

It appears from her deposition that her parents were ot Irish extraction, 
but she is bmorant where she was horn, her earliest recollections being of 
residing in°the parish of St. Margaret’s, Westminster, in which she con- 
tinued °to live up to the period of her removal. In the year 1844 she 
married a party named' Terence Larkin, whom she believed to be an Irish- 
man, and had four children, the issue of the marriage; but was ignorant 
in what part, of Ireland lier husband was horn; being, however, aware he 
had not been in Ireland for the last eighteen years. Her husband died 
on the 28 th of December last, and she was some time after obliged to 
apply for Parochial Relief, when she was admitted into St. Margaret s 
Workhouse, of which she appears to have been an occasional resident up 
to the time of her recent removal to Ireland. 

Independent of any other consideration, her removal appeal's to have been- 
illegal under the provisions of the Act 9 S: 10 Vie., c. 66, sec. 2, making it 
illegal to remove a widow within a year of tiie death of her husband, she

I have been 
in die Parish of St. Margaret’s, Westminster, ever since I can recollect. I 
am thirty-three years of age. I was married in the year 1841. to Terence 
Larkin, and have four children, Thomas, aged ten years; Bridget, aged 
eight years; John, aged six years; and Henry, aged three years. During 
the time mv husband lived I resided in Gardiner’s-lane ; my husband died 
an the 28(/i of December, 1 853 : about four months after my husband's death 
I wag obliged to apply for relief, and was with my children admitted into 
St. Margaret's Workhouse. I was afterwards admitted two or three times 
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again into tlie same Workhouse after having taken my discharge ; the last 
time on which I was admitted w as about two months ago ; about a week 
after that I was brought before the Board of Guardians, and told I would 
have to go to Ireland : I was asked to state what was my parish in Ireland, 
when I told them I did not know where I was born, but that my husband 
was born in Ireland, but I was not aware in wliat part of the country ; about 
a week afterwards I was taken before a magistrate, when I was again 
questioned with regard to my birthplace; I positively refused to state that 
I was horn in Ireland, and was not sworn on the subject. About a fortnight 
afterwards I was taken to the London Docks, along with my children, and 
four days after was put on board a packet sailing for Dublin. I was put on 
hoard quite contrary to my wish. On the morning after tlie arrival of the 
vessel at Dublin. I was admitted into the North Dublin Union Workhouse 
along with my four children, where we still continue as inmates. I knew 
my husband for eighteen years, and during that time he had never been in 
Ireland ; I was living with him up to the time of his death.

If the deposition be true, there can be no doubt of the gross illegality 
of the proceeding under the circumstances therein detailed. 

Bird is not at present an inmate of the North Dublin Workhouse, having 
taken his discharge voluntarily on the 2nd instant, after remaining there 
a period of six days only ; so that it is not probable that the Guardians 
will think it advisable to appeal against the removal; but it appears to 
me to be. a ease which should at all events be communicated to the Poor 
Law Board, with a view of enabling them to make further inquiry upon 
the subject.

In the matter of Charles Bird: — Charles Bird having been duly sworn, 
states that,— I am about thirty years of age, I was born at Philipstown, in the 
King’s county ; I left Philipstown about seventeen years ago and went to 
Sheffield, in England; I went to live at the house, No. 1, Water-lane, Ship- 
yard, and continued to live in the same house, until I left it to go into the 
Hospital of the Workhouse about Are weeks ago, having contracted venereal 
disease. During the time I lived in Sheffield I never changed my residence, 
but continued to live in the same house. I was employed at pottery work 
in Sheffield, and earned from 18s. to a guinea a-week. I was never an 
inmate of the Workhouse previously ; after I had been about three weeks 
in the Workhouse, the doctor came to me and told me I was to be discharged ; 
on the next morning I was taken to the Town Hall, and after being kept 
there about an hour without being asked a single question, I was taken to the 
Railway Station, and from that to Huddersfield, and on the next day was 
forwarded to Liverpool, where I was given 9 cl. in money and a loaf of bread, 
and put on board a vessel sailing for Dublin, where I landed on Saturday, 
the 24th of February last ; when being destitute, I applied for admission into 
the North Dublin Workhouse, and was admitted. I was removed from 
Sheffield altogether against my will, and teas not even permitted to go to the 
house where l lodged in order to get my clothes. I was cured of my disease at 
the time of being sent away, but was desirous of remaining a short time longer 
in tlie Workhouse, on account, of the coldness of the weather at the time; 
the Workhouse from which I was removed is situated in Cullam-street, and 
is, I believe, the only Workhouse in Sheffield. I do not know the name of 
tlie Parish in which Water-lane is situated.

I have since visited tlie house, No. 1, Ship-yard, Water-lane, and Jo 
Murray, the lodging-house keeper, who has kept the house for a. number o 
years, states, most positively, that Charles Bird first came to his house in 
November last; that he has only occasionally lodged at his h° u se ’ 

that he came about last Sheffield Bair, which is held about the 28tu -[No- 
vember ; and he states that Charles Bird was quite a stranger when, he came 
there at that time. , 

I have seen a letter that was addressed to John Murray, of Water-lane, 
for Charles Bird, from his brother in Ireland; and in this letter Ins brother 
expresses his surprise that Charles “is in Sheffield,” as his previous let ers 
had been directed to him at Attercliife. Charles Bird lias since returned 
from Ireland; I saw him, a few davs since, at John Murray s house.

Charles Bird was admitted by me into the Sheffield Union Workhouse 
on the 3lst January, 1855. In answer to questions put to him, ne stated,

the Venereal "Ward several weeks ; during that time an open letter was 
brought to me to read, purporting to come from Bird’s mother and brother, 
and stating that they would be very glad to have him home, that they had 
work for him, and begged he would write to them about coming over. On 
his discharge from the Hospital, well, he was placed on the Removal Order 
List, and presented to the magistrate. The ground of his removal was 
stated, as Bird had stated to me, that he had only been in Sheffield one dav. 

He did not state to me, that he had any objection to being removed to 
Ireland. He asked to he allowed to fetch some articles he "had left at a 
lodging-house in Water-lane ; 1 told him as lie was going by the door, he 
could call on his way to the Town Hall.

Haitian, our Medical Officer, who certified that they were capable of being 
removed to Ireland, and it was thought desirable that some person should 
take them.

I have the honour to forward herewith the deposition of Bridget 
Cowley, relative, to the recent removal of herself* and her three children 
from Oldham, taken in accordance with your instructions of the 20th 
instant. No. 14421. 

I do not apprehend that, under the circumstances stated in the deposi- 
tion, there are any grounds to question the legality of the removal. 

Bridget Cowley appears to have been born at Clontarf, near Dublin ; 
about twenty-two years ago she left her native place and proceeded to 
Oldham, where, after some years’ residence, she married an Irishman, and 
continued to reside uninterruptedly in Oldham until some time in the 
summer of 1855, when the family left Oldham and went to Seacombe, in 
Cheshire, where her husband died in the month of October last. After re- 
maining in Seacombe until the beginning of the month of April last , she 
returned to Oldham , having been absent altogether about nine months; and, 
on her return, being in delicate health, owing to a disease of the womb, 
she applied for relief, was admitted into the Workhouse, and thence re- 
moved to Dublin. 

I think the party was legally removable, as in consequence of her re- 
moval to Seacombe, she had not been resident in Oldham during the 
whole five years immediately preceding her removal. 

It appears highly improbable that her late husband ever gained a settle- 
ment in Oldham by the payment of rates, as it seems, during the entire 
time he resided in Oldham, the highest rent paid for any house occupied 
by him "was 2 s. 6d. per week only, which sum included taxes, which were 
paid, not directly by himself, but by his landlord; which circumstances 
appear to show that it was most unlikely that he was personally rated for 
a house valued at £10, which is necessary to gain a settlement. 

I apprehend also that her husband having died at Seacombe, and not 
at Oidliam, the second section of the 9 & 10 Vic., cap. 66, rendering a 
widow irremovable until the expiration of a year after her husband’s 
death, cannot be held to apply to this case, this* section only refeiring to 
rases in which the widow continues to reside in the parish in which her 
husband died. 

Under the above circumstances, I do not think the legality of the re- 
moval can be questioned.

Bridget Cowley being duly sworn, states that — I believe I am about 
forty years of age; I. was horn at Clontarf, near Dublin, I remained there 
until twenty-two years ago, when I went to Oldham, in England. I married 
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umrards of seventeen years ago; my husband was a labouring man, who 
came from the county of Sligo, in Ireland. My husband died on the 22nd 
of October last. Some time before his death , we left Oldliam and went to Sea- 
combe in Cheshire, where my husband died. I was not in good health at the 
time and remained at Seacombe for some lime after my husband's death; after 
irhich I returned to Oldham, having been absent altogether about nine months. 
I returned to Oldham in the month of April; in consequence of being in a delicate 
slate of health I was obliged to apply for assistance far myself and children to the 
Relieving Officer at Oldham. I was taken into the Workhouse there, and 
after being kept for upwards of a fortnight in that establishment, was 
sent over to Dublin, an order for my removal having been obtained from a 
magistrate. I told the Relieving Officer of the period at which my husband 
had died, but I did not state it when taken before the magistrate, not being 
asked tile question. 

During the time my husband lived in Oldham, he lived in several different 
houses ; the highest rent lie paid for any house during this period was 2s. lid. 
per week, that' included rates; which were not paid by himself to the Hate 
Collector, but by Ilia landlord. 

Upon landing in Dublin, after my removal from England, I applied for 
relief at the North Dublin Workhouse, where X was admitted with uiy three 
children,— James, aged twelve years ; Thomas, aged nine years ; and John, 
aged three years— on the 12th May, 183(3, and where I still continue an 
inmate. 

The disease under which I am suffering is, as I am informed by the phy- 
sicians, an nicer of the womb.

Sears, hmvever, that she was born in Dundalk, which she left, when 
a grown girl, and went to England, m diflercnt parts ot which she sub- 
sequently resided previously to her recent, removal ; but she is quite 
unable to state the particulars of lier residence m the several localities. 
Mr Crawford thinks there is a mistake in the statement as to the place 
from which she was removed, the place being, lie suggests, Newcastle- 
under-Lyme and notNewcastle-upon-lyne, as she described the place as 
being in the neighbourhood of the Potteries, m StaiFoi-dskre. 

Crawford adds, that it is quite impossible to collect from Margaret 
Bvme the facts necessary to be known in order to form an opinion as to 
whether she was legally removable, but that her recollection as to her 
birthplace (Dundalk) is perfectly distinct ; and under these circum- 
stances it appears that, if removable at all, she ought to have been 
removed to Dundalk, and not to Dublin, Dundalk being one of the poits 
named in Schedule A to the Act relating to the removal ot Irish paupers 
chargeable in England (8 & 9 Vie., c. 117). 

The Commissioners have brought this case under the notice of Ins Lx- 
eellency because there is, at this time, a Bill before Parliament to amend 
the existing law relating to the removal of Scotch and Irish paupers from 
England, and because it appears to bo worth consideration whether some 
limit, might not reasonably be placed to the power of the authorities m 
England to remove persons of extreme age to Ireland after an absence 
from that country of very long duration, as in the present case.

I married, about ten years ago, an Irishman, named 
William Fitzpatrick; he remained living in Leeds for about two years after 
my marriage, when trade being bad he went to Bradford, where he remained 
working during the week, but returning to Leeds every Saturday night, anil 
going back to his work on Monday ; he contmued doing so until the tune ot 
his death, at Easter, in the year 1833. After liis death X went tq live with 
my aunt in Bradford ; after living in Bradford for about a year I was obliged 
to apply for relief at the Workhouse, which I continued to receive up to the 
time of my removal. About a month ago I was told by John Bastow, the 
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Relieving Officer, that I was to he removed to Ireland along with my son, 
»tred nine years- he ordered me to come to Ms office the following morning,

Anne Coady, having been duly sworn, states : I am about sixteen years of 
age; I was born in Enniscorthy ; my father was a shoemaker; my mother 
died in Enniscorthy "Workhouse about nine or ten years ago ;* my father had 
previously deserted her and gone to England ; I do not know the particulars 
of his early residence there ; after my mother’s death I remained in the 
Enniscorthy Workhouse for three or four years ; my father then sent a suit 
of clothes to me, and paid my passage to Liverpool ; I joined him in Liver- 
pool: I do not know the name of the street he lived in ; lie always lived in 
the same place ; I was about four years! in Liverpool, and my father resided 
in Liverpool, in the same street, always after I joined him ; I Imd a brother 
and sister who accompanied me from Enniscorthy Workhouse to Liverpool • 
they both died there ; we went direct from the Enniscorthy Workhouse to 
Liverpool, and we never changed our residence in Liverpool during my 
father’s lifetime; we never received relief of any kind in Liverpool ; he earned 
a livelihood for us all; he died towards the end of last year, and I became 
destitute, and had to apply for relief at Liverpool Workhouse; I was taken 
before the Board of Guardians ; I do not know the name of the Believing 
Officer ; he was a low-sized man ; the Guardians told me they would not let 
me in ; that they would send me to my own country ; they told me to apply 
at the office of the gentleman who passed tlie Irish to Ireland on the follow- 
ing Monday; I went accordingly, and he filled a form ; I put my hand to a 
pen; he gave me a Id. for my pass ; I was then taken to another office and 
was_ sworn on the Bible that I would never apply at Liverpool for relief 
again ; I was then accompanied to the steamer, with about twenty more 
Irish, by a man named, I think, Burke ; I was given 6 d. and a brown loaf, 
about a four- penny loaf ; it was not at my own wish that I was sent to Dublin ; 
X landed in Dublin about one month ago, and walked to Enniscorthy: I 
f° r relief in Dublin ; I was admitted to Enniscorthy as soon 
as I applied for relief ; X supported myself for some days in Enniscorthy

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Clifford, who earned Ms livelihood in London by -working as an assistant 
to a bricklayer, at wages of =£1 per week; that about six months pre- 
vious to the present date the said Clifford died in consequence of a 
wound received bv a fall of building materials upon him in the city of 
London ; that thereupon the said Mary Clifford applied to the Board of 
Guardians of the Smithfield Union for relief for herself and infant child 
and that by said Board she and her child were transferred to Cork bv 
steamer, and by the authorities in Cork, supposed to be the mayor of said 
city, sent forward to Killarney by railroad ; and it now appearinn- that 
the statement of said Maiy Clifford discloses a case, only one of°nany 
similar wHcli have come before this Board, full of cruelty to said pauper 
and also unjust towards this Union, this Board are of opinion that the 
said statement should be referred to the Commissioners for administering 
the Laws for Belief of the Poor in Ireland, and their opinion requested 
as to whether any redress can, under the circumstances detailed, he 
obtained for the pauper or this Board against the Poor Law authorities 
in London, or the authorities in Cork.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland ^ have had before them Minutes of Proceedings of the 
Board of Guardians of Killarney Union on the 30th ultimo, containing 
a resolution requesting the Commissioners’ opinion whether any redress 
can be obtained against the Poor Law authorities in London, or 
the authorities in Cork, in regard to the removal from London of 
Mary Sullivan, who, on applying to the Board of Guardians for relief 
.for herself and cMld on the 30tli ultimo, stated, that for nine years pre- 
viously she had been resident in London, whither she had repaired from 
the townland of Kilderry, in the county of Kerry, and got married about 
two year's since, and that upon applying for relief to the Board of Guar- 
dians of Smithfield Union for herself and child, she was transferred to 
Cork, together with her child, and from thence sent forward to Killarney. 

In reference thereto I am directed by the Commissioners to state, that 
there is nothing in the statement of this woman to show that she resided 
for a sufficient period in some parish of the Smithfield Union to make her 
legally chargeable to such parish, nor does it appear that she had applied 
for relief to any of the officers of Cork Union. The Commissioners are, 
therefore, not in a position to advise the Guardians whether or not the 
person in question has been illegally removed to Killarney Union.

— Extraot from Minutes of Proceedings of the Board 
of Guardians, at a Meeting held on Tuesday the 13th day 
February, 1855. 

» o^n S °i Vei ^r~'^ lat Board, having had before them the letter, No. 
3,829, dated 8th February, 1855, of the Commissioners for administering 
the -Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, regret that it is not in their 
power to ascertain whether or not the pauper Mary Clifford resided in 
any parish in London for a definite time, or had applied for relief to any 
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of the officers of Cork Union previous to her transmission to Killarney, the 
said pauper having left the Workhouse a few days after she was admitted, 
and her present residence being unknown. But inasmuch as the Board 
have reason to believe that the great majority of paupers who are, from 
time to time, removed from England to this country have gained, pre- 
vious to such removal, a legal settlement in the latter country, it is 
desirable that in future, whenever a person so removed from England 
shall apply to this Board for relief, such person should be particularly 
examined with reference to all such points as go to constitute a legal 
settlement in England. 



165 . Extract from Minutes of Proceedings of the Board 

of Guardians, at a Meeting held on Tuesday the 3rd day of 
February, 1857. 

Resolved— That the clerk transmit to the Commissioners for adminis- 
tering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, with the copy of the 
Minutes of Proceedings of this day’s meeting, the declaration made by 
Honora Brosnahan, to which this Board request the Commissioners’ par- 
ticular attention. 



Declaration referred to. 

I, Honora Brosnahan, late of Vine-street, in the Union of Holborn, 
London, do solemnly and sincerely declare, that I went to London twenty- 
seven years ago, and lived there as servant, with Mr. Salsbury, at No. 71, 
Holborn-hill, for nine years. I was then married to one Daniel Brosnahan, 
who was in the London police at that time. My husband was born in 
Saffron-hill, London, of Irish parents. After our marriage we resided, for 
five years, in Whitechapel, when he resigned liis situation in the police, 
and became a bricklayer’s labourer. We then removed to Ely- place, Saffron- 
hill, where we lived for six years. We next removed to Eox-place, in the 
same parish, where we lived fur two 3 r ears, when we removed to Ho. 3, 
Vine-street, in the parish of Graising-lane, where we resided for five years, 
last Christmas. My husband lived always with me, until he^ went to 
America on the 5tli of November last. We got relief in Holborn-hill Union, 
on some occasions, when my husband was out of employment, and unable 
to work on account of illness. My husband, myself, and our four children, 
were all in the said Union Workhouse in the month of J une last, for a 
fortnight, in consequence of my husband’s illness. Wlien my husband left 
me in November last, for America, I applied, for relief at the said Union 
Workhouse, which I received for eight weeks, hut was refused admission 
to the Workhouse ; out-door relief, during said period, was given to me and 
my four children. I was then told by. Mr. Wilkes, the Relieving Officer, 
that I should go to Ireland, and that he would not give ns any more relief. 
He threatened to lock us up, and send us off to Ireland; and ordered rom 
Ware, the Porter, to turn us out. Mr. Day, one of the officers of the 
Workhouse, gave us some bread, and told us to go down stairs and have 
our lodging that night. The next day Mr. Wilkes turned us out, and 
directed the Porter not to allow us in again — tliis was on a Saturday. W e 
went to the Workhouse again on the following Monday, where we received 
some bread and sixpence, and were told not to come again, unless we were 
willing to go to Ireland, which I refused to do, stating my long residence 
in London. Mr. Ware then told me to come, at two o’clock, on the follow- 
ing Wednesday, which I did. My children and I were then taken to 
Bannage-wells Police Court, where I was sworn as to the place of my birth, 
and I stated that I was born near Tralee, in the county of Kerry , Ir eland. 
I was not asked any question as to where my husband was born. U e were 
then taken back to the Workhouse and placed in the receiving-house, and 
on the following morning, about five o’clock, were ordered to prepare for 
Ireland; my son, Michael, was then lying ill in bed. We were placed m 
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a van, about six o'clock, and conveyed to the London docks by 'Ware, the 
Porter, and forced on board the “ Bittern,” bound for Cork, -where -we arrived 
onMondav, the 2 nd of February, instant. We got some bread and coffee for our 
voyage, but on landing in Cork we had not a morsel to eat, or any means of pro- 
curing it. Some little articles of mine were left in my lodgings in Vine- 
street. After landing in Cork I told my case to a policeman, who took us 
before the Court, where we were ordered some food, and in the evening of 
the same day we were sent, by train, to Killarney. On our arrival there 
we obtained relief from Mr. O’Sullivan, the Believing Officer of the Union. 

My children, Cornelius, Michael, Johanna, and Jeremiah Brosnalian, are 
respectively, aged, fourteen, twelve, nine, and four and a-half years. 

And I make this solemn declaration, conscientiously believing the same 
to be true, and by virtue of the provisions of an Act made and passed in 
the sixth year of the reign of his late Majesty (5 & 6 Wm. IV., c. 62), 
an Act to repeal an Act of the present Sessions of Parliament, entitled, “An 
Act for the more effectual abolition of Oaths and Affirmations taken and 
made in various departments of the State, and to substitute Declarations in 
lien thereof, and for the more entire suppression of voluntary and extra 
Oaths and Affidavits, and to make other provisions for the abolition of 
unnecessary Oaths.”

Ireland of Honora Brosnahan and her children, and with want of humanity

I proceed, therefore to answer those charges seriatim ; and with respect to 
the first of those charges, viz., that Honora Brosnahan and children were

In answer to the first point, that Michael Brosnahan was bora .in the 
Liberty of Saffron-hill, I have to say that the statement in the declaration 
is the first notice of such a claim. He was believed to be a ?,^®hman, born 
in Ireland. No allegation of his birtli in Saffron-hill, or evidence - pp 
of it, was ever brought to the notice of the Guardians, or thfor omc » , 
the statement of the •wife, or even of Michael Brosnahan hnn-te , ^ 
made, would have been no evidence of the fact on which the - - * 

have been removed from the parish of Saint Andrew to the 
Saffron-hill. It therefore follows, in the absence oi evidence to 
that settlement, that the mere claim (if it had been made) , 

no reason why the order to remove the family to Ireland should no 
been obtained and executed. , * . , ,,, 

On the second point, that Honora Brosnahan had gained, a setfcl me 
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the West London Union by servitude with Mr. Salsbury, I beg to say that 
the question was carefully inquired into, and the family of Mr. Salsbury 
communicated with on the subject, and it appeared that no settlement was 
obtained by such servitude, as she had not completed a year’s service when 
the Poor Law Amendment Act was passed. Had she obtained such a 
settlement, she and her children would have been removed to the West 
London Union ; and, on the supposition, from her first statement to the 
Guardians, that she had gained a settlement by her servitude, the matter 
was placed in the hands of the overseers of St. Andrew, with a view to her 
removal there. , _ , 

With respect to the third point, that Honora Brosnahan and her children 
were irremovable, by reason of a l’eudencc ot upw aids of fiic years m the 
piridi of St Andrew, Middlesex, it would be sufficient to answer that her 
husband has permanently left that parish and gone to America. I: also 
appears by our books that the family were living in Ely-couvt, in the Liberty 
of Saffron-hill, about four years since, and that the child Jeremiah, stated 
in the declaration to be four and a half years’ old, was born there. 

With respect to the charge to be inferred from the declaration, of want of 
humanity in the treatment of Honora Brosnahan by the officers of the 
Holhorn Union, on the occasions of her application for relief, I am able to 
give the distinct denial of those officers to the charge. They state that 
considerable sympathy was felt for her, and that before an order to remove 
her to Ireland was obtained, she had come to the conclusion herself that it 
was best for her, in tier destitute condition, to go to Ireland. 

In regard to the charge of want of humanity in the mode of the family 
b=in'>' sent to Ireland, the only point with which the Guardians have to do is 
the allegation that the boy Michael was “ lying ill in bed” when the order 
was executed. It appears, upon inquiry, that Michael had been ill in the 
Workhouse ; hut the execution of the order was suspended until the medical 
officer of the Workhouse advised that he was well enough to proceed on the 
journey. 

It is, of course, known by the Poor Law Board, but may not be known to 
the Poor Law Commissioners for Ireland, that the Guardians place the 
order of removal in the hands of a Removing Officer, under regulations 
settled by the Justices of the Peace for Middlesex, and, at the same time, 
deliver the persons to he removed into his charge, and pay to him charges 
settled by the Justices. They, therefore, are unable to speak as to the 
family being *• forced on board the Bittern," ia the London Docks, as alleged 
in the declaration, or with respect to any subsequent matters.

That she has been for tlie last twenty-one years in London, the last nine 
years of which she lived, in tiie parish of Lambeth. That her husband, John 
Ahern, having emigrated to America, in February, 1854, she was obliged to 
enter the Lambeth Workhouse, where she spent the last nine months. That 
her husband was horn in London, and always lived there, to whom she was 
married in April, 1843. That the Officers of said Workhouse had called 
upon her to swear as to the parish, of Ireland, from which she originally 
came, which she refused, stating that, her husband and children belonged 
to Lambeth ; whereupon, without further notice, or the usual course being 
taken of carrying her before a magistrate, she and children were con- 
veyed, against her will, from the said Workhouse (upon which occasion 
she claimed her discharge, but which was refused) to a place called W apping, 
where she and four young children were kept locked up for one night, 
and on the following morning were taken to the Docks by Mr. Prost, a Pass 
Master, and, being placed on hoard a packet, were conveyed to Cork, and 
thence, by rail, to Kihnallock in charge of the said Pass Master, who left 
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her and children at Kilmallock on the 24th ultimo, having given her 4s. on 
the voyage. That during her time in Lambeth Workhouse she everyday 
expected a remittance from her husband, which he promised to send when 
leaving her and children for America in February last.

America, and had no means but to work liis passage over in order to induster 
for his family; she was obliged to enter the Workhouse, in the said parish 
of Lambeth. The Master and Clerk wanted her to swear to the parish she 
was horn and brought up in ; she -would not, hut said, she and children had a 
better claim on the Lamheth Parish than any other part of the world, and 
would remain there until her husband would send some relief to herself and 
his poor young children ; then they banished her against her will, thinking 
if she was once in Ireland that she would have no means to take her and 
family hack again. She most earnestly solicits that you, Gentlerueu, will take 
her pressing case into your consideration and lend an indulgent hand so far, 
sending her and children over again, otherwise she will be an incumbrance 
on the' Kilmallock Union, as she is originally of the parish of Ballinvarra;

In reply I am 
directed by the Commissioners to state, for the information of the Board 
of Guardians, that the fact of this woman’s husband having deserted her, 
rendered her removable ; and it further appears, on the inquiry made 
respecting her removal to Cork, in the month of February last, that she 
stated, upon her admission to the Workhouse at Lambeth, in October 
last, that her husband had deserted her about a fortnight previously, 
whileresiding at No. 10, Harris-street, in the parish of St. Maiylehone, 
from which it is evident that she had not continuously resided in 
Lambeth parish, from which she had been removed for a period of five 
years preceding her application for relief.

Statement transmitted to the Poor Law Commissioners on the 3rd of 
December, 1855, in reference to thirteen paupers landed at the port of 
Londonderry, and admitted into the Workhouse of the Londonderry Union 
on removal warrants, obtained at the instance of the parish of Edinburgh, in 
Scotland, and dated the 23rd November, 1855:— 

John Tailor, aged twenty-six years, labourer — Removal — alleges that he 
is a native of the county of Antrim. 

His own statement : That he was told he was born in the comity Antrim, 
but has no recollection of ever having been in Ireland before ; has been 
employed chiefly in England ; wished the authorities in Edinburgh to send 
him there; was never taken up on a removal warrant before; takes his 
discharge from the Derry Workhouse to-day at his own request; means, if 
possible, to make liis way back to England. 

Neil Daily, aged sixty-six years, labourer — -Removal warrant alleges that 
he is a native of the county of Antrim. 

His own statement : That lie left Ballyeastle in October last, to look for 
work in Scotland ; has been working there occasionally for twenty-four 
years ; could not get employment at this time ; applied for relief in Edin- 
burgh about ton days ago; was sent to Derry with the others; never 
was' sent to Ireland on a removal warrant before ; takes his discharge from 
the Derry Workhouse to-day at his own request; means, if possible, to 
walk home to Ballyeastle. 

James M'Kinzie, forty-eight years of age, with four children, labourer, 

blind Removal warrant alleges that he is a native of Omagh, in the county 

of Tyrone. 

His own statement : That he has no recollection of being in Ireland when 
he was young, but heard that his father was a soldier, and that he was born 
in Omagh barrack ; was brought up in Glasgow ; has lived in Edinburgh, 
and the neighbourhood of it, for the last nineteen years ; lost his sight 
about a year ago ; was sent to Belfast on a removal warrant in July, 1655; 
sold some little things lie had and made his way back to Scotland; asks his 
discharge from the Derry Workhouse to-day ; does not know what he will 
do when he goes out ; has some things in his lodgings in Edinburgh which 
he would sell if he could get there, and then leave the place. 

Elizabeth Flinn, or Gallaghan, twenty-one years, and one child aged 
twelve months, with Henry Flinn, thirteen years of age, her brother. — 
Removal warrant alleges they are natives of the county of Longford. 

Her statement: That she is married to John Gallaghan, a native’of the 
county Cavan; that he left her in Edinburgh on the 1st of January last; 
had lived in Edinburgh for nine years ; never got parish relief during that 
time till about five weeks since; when about to be removed begged to be 
sent to Belfast, from which place she could more easily make her way 
home ; was brought to Derry against her will, after being told she would be 
landed at Belfast ; Mr. Nesbitt, the person who brought the party front 
Edinburgh to Derry told her that ; asks her discharge from the Derry 
Workhouse to-day, and means, if possible, to walk to Cavan, where she has 
got some relatives. 

Bridget Gallagher, nineteen years of age, prostitute Removal warrant 

alleges that she is a native of Belfast. 

Her own statement : That she left Belfast twelve months ago ; that her 
father and mother are dead ; that she went to two brothers and a sister, 
who live near Edinburgh ; that she has relations living in Belfast, and 
wished to be sent there ; was told she would be landed at Belfast ; takes her 
discharge from the Derry Workhouse to-day ; does not know where she is 
to go to ; has no means of support, nor means of reaching home. 
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Eliza Walker, aged 17, prostitute Removal warrant alleges that she is 

a native of Belfast. 

Her own statement : That her father and mother are dead ; that she left 
Belfast six weeks ago ; was never in Scotland before ; says she went to 
look for employment in Edinburgh ; has a brother, a carpenter, in Belfast, 
anil a sister at' service in the neighbourhood ; prayed to he sent there, hut 
was landed at Derry ; takes her discharge to-day from the Derry Workhouse, 
and will walk to Belfast, if she is able ; (seems in delicate health.) 

Ann Burns, twenty-five years of age, prostitute Warrant alleges that 

she is a native of Dublin. 

Her own statement •• That she left Dublin about five months ago, after she 
had lost her character; went to Edinburgh ; applied there at the Workhouse 
for relief, about five weeks ago ; was kept in the Edinburgh Workhouse 
till she was removed to Derry, on Friday last ; her father and mother are 
dead, but she has relatives in Dublin ; wished to he sent to them, and was 
told at the court where the removal warrant was made out that she would ; 
does not know now how she is to reach home, or what she is to do ; purposes 
to remain in the Derry Workhouse for the present, as she does not feel well.

was recently removed to Londonderry from Scotland, under a sheriff's 
warrant. 

It appears that the hoy in question, whilst residing with his father in 
the Abbey parish of Paisley, was seized with fever, and sent to hospital, 
and afterwards receiving parochial relief, being unable to support himself 
was removed to Londonderry. The Commissioners having addressed the 
Board of Supervision for the Relief of the Poor in Scotland on the subject, 
have been informed that the Board see no reason to question the hwalltv 
of the removal of Patrick Taylor. The Commissioners have expressed 
to the Board of Guardians of Londonderry Union the sense they enter- 
tain of the extreme harshness of the provisions of the statute in this par- 
ticular case, the buy in question having been separated from his parents 
and removed to a place hi Ireland, where he is unknown and friendless. 

It appears that the boy’s father was not in receipt of parochial relief 
in the above-named parish, at tlie date of the boy’s removal, although 
he had been hi receipt of such relief a short time before.

His Lordship is aware, that while in England children under the age oi 
sixteen yeais are not removable to Ireland separately from their parents, 
hut are removable with their parents, the corresponding age in Scotland is 
held to be fourteen years. It therefore follows, that a child oi fourteen 
cannot he removed from Scotland merely because His parents are removable, 
but that he may demand parochial relief on his own account, and may 
thereby become removable, although liis parents may not even be recipients

taken by him, from which it appears that Ellen Lewis had resided in the

IX _jphat in the case of every poor person to he removed to Scotland or 
Ireland there shall be specified at the foot, or in the margin of the warrant 
of removal, such one of the ports named in the schedule A and B of the 
said act, which is nearest to the place where such person was horn or has 
resided unless such person shall have consented to be removed to some 
other port or place in Scotland or Ireland, in which ease such last-mentioned 
port or place shall be specified, and the consent thereto. 

in. That all natives of Scotland removable to the port of Greenock, 

Avr. or Glasgow, shall be conveyed to Liverpool by railway, and front 
thence by sea to such port. And all such persons removable to Dumfries, 
Oban, Inverness, Aberdeen, Dundee, or Edinburgh, shall be conveyed in like 
manner to Glasgow or Greenock, and from thence to such port by railway, 
or other public conveyance. 

IV That all natives of Ireland removable to the port of Dublin, Wexford, 

■Waterford, Cork, Derry, Belfast, or Dundalk, shall be conveyed to Liver- 
pool by railway, and from thence by sea to such port, and all such persons 
removable to the port of Limerick shall be conveyed in like manner to 
Dublin, and from thence to Limerick by railway or public conveyance. 

V That all natives of the Isle of Man shall bo conveyed to Liverpool, 

and thence to such island. 

VI. — That all natives of Scilly, Jersey, or Guernsey, shall be conveyed ly 
railway to the port of Southampton, and thence to the island. 

VII. That the conveyance of all persons on land shall he by railway, 

wherever practicable, in the lowest class of covered and inclosed carriages ; 
and the conveyance by sea shall be by steam packet, in the steerage of the 
vessels, wherever the same is practicable, and if there he no steerage, with 
adequate protection from the weather. 

VIII. —That all persons so removed (except those to Dumfries, Oban, 
Inverness, Aberdeen, Dundee, and Edinburgh in Scotland, and Limerick 
in Ireland) shall he attended by the conductor to the port or vessel at Liver- 
pool or Southampton as the case may be, and there by him be safely de- 
livered to the master of the vessel on board thereof, and the conductor shall 
not quit them until the vessel is actually under sail. 

TV .That the conductor shall deliver a duplicate of each warrant of 

removal to the master of the vessel, and obtain a receipt from him on the 
back of the warrant, testifying the receipt of the person on hoard, and the 
payment of the passage money, and an undertaking to convey such person 
to, and land him at his proper place of disembarkation. 

X That all persons removed to Dumfries, Oban, Inverness, Aberdeen, 

Dundee, and Edinburgh in Scotland, and to Limerick in Ireland, shall be 
accompanied by the conductor to Glasgow or Dublin, as the case may 
require, and the conductor shall not leave them until he hath actually seen 
them depart for their ultimate place of destination.

XI. — That no person removed shall be kept longer than is absolutely 
necessary at any port or place ; and in case of his being detained at any port 
or place beyond the time usitally necessary, the. Conductor shall endorse 
upon the Warrant of Removal the cause and time of such detention. 

XII. — That no person shall he removed whilst labouring under any sick- 
ness which may render it prejudicial to the health, or may incapacitate such 
person from being removed in the manner herein directed.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland have had before them the resolution of the Board of Guardians 
of Athlone Union, on the 24th ultimo, stating, in reply to the Commis- 
sioners’ letter of the 22nd ultimo, respecting the case of Mary Clabby, that 
the ground on which they refused to admit that child to the Workhouse, 
on being presented for that purpose by the person who brought her from 
England, was that, on questioning the child, it appeared that she was a 
native of Lanesborough ; that neither she nor her parents resided at any 
period in any locality situate in Athlone Union; and that under these 
circumstances she had no claim oil Athlone Union. 

In reference thereto, the Commissioners desire to state that, the fore- 
going statement appears grounded on a misapprehension of the law, 
inasmuch as the claim of the pauper to be relieved in Athlone Union did 
not depend on her having resided in the Union, or having been born there, 
or on the fact of the correctness of the removal order, but on the desti- 
tution of the applicant . There seems no doubt that she was destitute, and 
the Board of Guardians wore, therefore, responsible for her due relief ; 
and had fatal consequences ensued in consequence of relief being withheld 
from her, the result to the persons who refused her admission to the Work- 
house might have assumed a serious form.

The Guardians, under the circumstances, 
cannot coincide hi the view taken of the case by the Commissioners, as it 
appears to have been a wanton injustice and cruelty to have dragged the 
child from Dublin to Athlone, when she had, according to the Commis- 
sioners a legal right to be relieved in any of the Dublin Unions, had she 
been presented for admission.

’ r phe Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland have had before them Minutes of Proceedings of the Board of 
Guardians of Athlone Union, on the 22nd ultimo, eoutaining a resolution, 
in which the Board of Guardians express their opinion, hi reply to the Com- 
missioners’ letter of the 15th ultimo, respecting the refusal of relief to Mary 
Clabbv, that, as it appears by that letter that destitution forms the sole 
ground’ for rehef, the person who brought the girl from England to 
Ireland was hound to present her for relief at the first Workhouse he 
found on landing, and not to have brought her to the Workhouse of 
Athlone Union for that purpose.

No. 21 5.— Extract from Minutes of Proceedings of the Board 
of Guardians at a Meeting held on Friday, the 1 5 th day 
of September, 1854. 

Amongst tlie applicants for admission to the "Workhouse were, Eliza 
Bold, and three children, and Mary Maher, and three children, who had 
been transferred by the parish authorities — Bold, from Leeds, and Maher, 
from Jersey, where they had been residents. 

It was proposed by Henry Brittle, seconded by B. Keshan. 

Resolved — That we request the attention of the Boor Law Commis- 
sioners to the cases of Eliza Bold and Mary. Maher, who, with their 
families, have, this day, been admitted into this Workhouse. Bold has 
resided for eight years in England — the last four or five years at Leeds. 
Maher lias resided for about eight years in J ersey. Both these women having 
lost their husbands, who worked* with them during the. times stated, m 
England and Jersey, have been forced by the authorities to leave their 
places of residence and return to Ireland, where they have no resource 
hut the Workhouse. Such a course of proceeding, whether conformable 
to law or not, we consider to be opposed to every principle of justice and 
humanity, and we request the Commissioners to bring the present state 
of the law under the notice of his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, in 
order that a remedy may he provided.

83, which enacts, that no person in England shall bo held to 
have acquired a settlement in any parish, or combination, by residence 
therein unless such person shall have resided for five years, continuously, 
in such parish or combination, and shall have maintained himself without 
having recourse to common begging, cither by himself or his family, and 
without having received or applied for parochial relief. 

The Commissioners desire further to state, that without some more 
specific information relating to this case, they do not feel themselves in a

the circumstances attending her alleged removal from London to Cork. 

I forward her statement herewith for your consideration. 

You will observe by it, what the Guardians’ Minutes have not stated, 
viz., that the occurrence in question took place two years ago ; the case 
appearing to have only come to the knowledge of the Guardians upon a 
recent examination made by them of the paupers chargeable upon the 
Union at large. . 

So far as I can judge, I see no reason to question the perfect truth of 
Mary Connell’s statement of her case, wliich appears to have been one of 
great hardship, both as regards the poor woman herself and the Union of 
Skibbereen, which is now charged with her support. 

The circumstances, however speak for themselves, and you will be the 
best judges how far they are of a nature to demand official action upon 
your part in relation to them.

Skibbereen, 1 9th May, 1856. 

Mary Connell sworn and examined. — I am a native of the town of Skib- 
bereen; about twenty-five years ago I removed to London to look for service ; 

I remained in London, in service, for twenty-three years ; I was in several 
persons’ employment during that time — but always in the parish of St. Olaves. 
At the end of that time I fell sick, and was admitted to the Workhouse of 
St. Olaves on an order from Mr. Bowen, the Relieving Officer. I remained 
in the Workhouse for about six months; at the end of that time Mr. Bowen, 
the Relieving Officer, told me I should come to Ireland, and I said I would 
rather not go, and that I would take rny discharge in preference. I then 
went to the Matron of the Workhouse, Mrs. Woodbine, and I asked her to 
allow me to go out, and she said she would, but that she should first ask Mr. 
Bowen, the Relieving Officer ; when he came, she said I could not take my 
discharge : and on the same night he (Mr. Bowen) took me, with another 
pauper, to a place called the Pass House, kept by a Mr. Frost; the Pass 
House is near where the steamers go from, and is where people, going from 
the Workhouse by the steamers, are kept overnight; the next morning I 
was put on board a steamer, called the “Ajax,” fur Cork. On the morning 
of the day on wliich I was removed from the Workhouse I was taken by Mr. 
Bowen to the Vestry, at the hack of the Workhouse, where 1 was put to my 
oath to answer such questions as the gentlemen present might put to me,; 
but the only question I was asked was, what part of Ireland I was from? 
and I said, from the county of Cork ; afterwards Mr., Bowen asked me to 
sign a paper stating my name and age, the length of time I had been, in 
London, the employment I had been in, and where I had come from — which 
I did; all this took place before Mr. Bowen told me I should go to Ireland. 
I am a single woman ; I neither signed or saw any other paper besides this ; 
Mr. Bowen kept that paper, I think ; I was not shown any warrant for my 
removal ; this occurred two years ago ; I walked from Cork to Skibbereen, 
where I remained till last March twelvemonth, when I entered the Skib- 
bereen Workhouse. I am quite certain I told Mr. Bowen I did not want to 
come to Ireland, and that I would take my discharge from the Workhouse 
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he said he knew I did not -want to come, hut that I should come. In a few 
days after I entered St. Olaves Workhouse I was quite well, and worked 
with the other women ; I am quite certain I was never out of the parish of 
St. Olaves during the whole time I was in London. The last person I lived 
with there was a" family named Murphy, Magdalene-court, Tooly-street : I 
lived with them for three years ; and for ten years before that I lived with 
Mr. Neil, Great Maze-court, Maze-pond. I got no money, but I got some 
bread and coffee, during the voyage, from the man who came over in charge 
of me and some other paupers that were coming over at the same time; I 
don't know this man’s name ; on our arrival at Cork, this man took me to 
the same house where he was staying himself; the woman then gave me a 
lodging for the night, and the next day I came away ; the man did not 
give me any more food or any money. I did not object to signing the paper 
Mr. Bowen asked me to sign in London, because it was the statement I had 
made myself; the man who came over with me in the steamer showed me 
no paper of any sort.

I beg to state that a Mr. Prost called here on last Tuesday with a blind 
woman, who, he stated, was sent over to Ireland by the order of two English 
magistrates, and that he wanted to have her admitted to tliis Workhouse; I 
asked the woman if she wanted to he admitted, and she said no; that she 
was forced to sign a document she knew nothing of, and then sent here 
against her will; he again called at eleven o’clock, a.m., with a provisional 
ticket from Mr. Barry, Relieving Officer, but the woman again refused, and 
I declined having anything further to do with her. 

The statement of Johannah Spillanc, late an inmate in the Workhouse 
of the Bromley Union, Locke Bolton, Kent: — 

That she has been in said Workhouse over six years ; that the Relieving 
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Officer of the Bromley Union took her before the Justices, she refused to be 
sworn to her parish in Ireland ; the Relieving Officer hail previously found 
out from a sister of Jokannah Spillane the parish she was born in in Ireland ; 
she was then forced to swear by a lawyer named Latter ; that she was removed 
wainst her will and consent ; brought to Cork, and thence to Skibbereen, on 
the 19th August, 185G, by a person named Frost ; that he, Frost, wished her 
to go into the Skibbereen W orkliouse ; that she wanted Mr. Barry, the 
KeUeviim Officer of the Skibbereen Union not to give her a ticket of admis- 
sion and she refused to accept the ticket, feeling that she having been forced 
from Bromley Union, ought to be taken back to England. 

The attention of the Commissioners is requested to the above.

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
29tli ultimo, No. 30,535, directing me to take an early opportunity of 
seeing a poor woman, named Anne Higgins, an inmate of the Strokestown 
Workhouse, who was recently removed from Manchester to Dublin, where 
it is stated she was left wholly destitute, and at a distance of over one 
hundred miles from her native place, and to ascertain from her upon oath 
the full particulars of her case, and by what means she was enabled to 
travel from Dublin to Strokestown. 

In reference thereto, I take leave to inform you that on Wednesday 
last I visited the Strokestown Workhouse, took the depositions of Anne 
Higgins, of her husband, Michael Higgins, and of Mr. Flynn, the Clerk 
of the Union, he being the person who found her lying on the road-side, 
between the Workhouse and the town of Strokestown. 

I forward herewith the depositions of the above-named parties.

Anne Higgins, being duly sworn, saith I was born at a place called 
Monkfield, near Craughwell, in the county of Galway ; I left Ireland about 
eight years ago, and went to Manchester with a view to better myself; my 
mother, sister, and several of my friends, were in England at the time ; 
about three years ago I got married, at a place called Sicklen Hall, to a 
man named Michael Higgins, a labourer ; I supported myself before my 
marriage by performing the duty of household servant, and at times by 
staymaking ; after my marriage, I became pregnant, and procured admit- 
tance to the Manchester Workhouse, where I was safely delivered of twins; 
on my recovery, I left the Workhouse, and joined my husband ; he con- 
tinued to support us, until he met with a severe accident, which disabled 
him ; we had then to beg for our support ; I again became pregnant, and 
about five or six weeks since, feeling that I was near my confinement, my 
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husband and I applied to Hr. Sharpman, one of the relieving officers for 
a ticket of admission to the Manchester Workhouse; he refused on the 
grounds that he was not the relieving officer for the district ; ha 
referred ns to Mr. Footman ; we applied to him ; he refused, say- 
ing “the Workhouse was not a lying-in house;” he gave us a ticket of 
admission to the night asylum ; we were admitted, and slept therein for 
one night; I lay on the floor without any bed under me; I had two nigs 
given me to cover myself and two children ; there was no fire in the ward, 
but I was allowed to warm myself in the ward in which my husband was 
placed ; we were provided with food ; on the following morning we left the 
night asylum, and again applied to Mr. Sharpman ; he inquired where we 
had slept the previous night; we told him, and he gave us a ticket of ad- 
mission to the Workhouse ; we were admitted, and on the following morn- 
ing one of the officers came into the ward and addressed me, saying, ‘ ‘ Anne 
Higgins, you must come along with me, and bring your children -with you 
I obeyed his orders, and accompanied him to the railway station ; my hus- 
band was with us ; we were put into the train, and arrived in Liverpool 
about six o'clock in the evening ; the officer who accompanied us gave us 
two loaves of bread, a half pound of sugar, one ounce of coffee, three-pence 
worth of butter, and three shillings in money; we were then put on board a 
ship, and were landed in Lublin about seven o’clock on the following morn- 
ing; we went to the North Lublin Union Workhouse, met a priest out- 
side the gate, told him our story ; he procured for us admission to the 
house ; we were brought before the Guardians on the next Board day, and 
our admission was confirmed ; we spent nine days in the Workhouse, during 
which time my husband was on white bread diet; at the expiration of the 
niue days, we left the Workhouse of our own accord, and proceeded on our 
way to the county Mayo ; we travelled on foot to Strokestown, in the county 
of lloscommon, a distance of about ninety miles from Dublin ; had to beg 
for our support and lodging on the way ; we wore eleven days on the road ; 
on the evening of last Thursday week, we arrived at a place called Scarrow, 
within two and a-lialf miles of Strokestown ; slept that night in an out- 
house, and proceeded on the following morning in the direction of Strokes- 
town ; on our way I was seized with iabour pains, and had to lie on the side 
of the road until the pain abated; when we arrived near the Workhouse, 
the pains became so severe that X had to stretch on the roadside, where I 
was found by a gentleman, who, on hearing my story, desired me to come 
on to the W orkhouse. I crawled on to the Workhouse, was admitted, and 
within ton minutes from my admission I was safely delivered of a female child ; 
my maiden name was Halligan ; we were admitted under that name into 
the Manchester Workhouse.

A party named Mary Walsh applied to the Board for relief, respecting 
whom the following statement was taken down, ordered to he inserted on 
the Minutes, and the special attention of the Commissioners to be called 
thereto : — 

Mary Walsli states that, she resided with her husband, Joseph Walsh, at 
Walker Ironworks, Newcastle-on-Tyne, England, for about ten years; her 
husband returned to Ireland in June, 1855. Becoming destitute, she and 
four children got relief in England for eleven weeks, at the end of which 
period she was told by the Guardians, at Newcastle-on-Tyne, that she 
should return to her husband’s parish ; she begged to be let out of the house, 
and assured the Board of Guardians that she was able to support herself and 
children, and would be of no further trouble to them if let go ; notwith- 
standing this, they said, home to liis parish in Ireland she should come ; 
herself and children were sent in care of some person connected with the 
Board to Liverpool, who then paid for the passage of her and her children to 
Waterford ; she went before the Board of Guardians in Waterford in the 
early part of May last (1850), and they paid 7s. ad. for sending her and 
children per train to Kilkenny. She was told by Mr. Daniel, Relieving 
Officer, in Kilkenny, to go to" Castlecomer, as her husband resided there. 
In Castlecomer she was told by Mr. Kenny, Relieving Officer, to see her 
husband before lie would do any thing; she found him working for Mr. 
John Brenan, Eden Hall, and lodging with Martin Brophy, of Ballyragget, 
in Castlecomer Union; he received her, and came to reside with her to 
Parksgrove, Ballyconra Electoral Division, on the 1 9th of May last. He 
has gone again to England, deserting her ; and is at present at Walkerjron 
Works, Newcastle-on-Tyne, England. It is ten weeks last Monday since 
he left her ; she was ten years with her husband living in England ; all her 
children were born there; she and her husband are natives of Ballyconra, 
but they have been ten years residing in England; she will not be nine 
months returned to Ballyconra until to-morrow, lfltli February. 

Mary W alsh having been ordered admission to the Workhouse, the 
question was taken as to where she should be charged, when there ap- 
peared: — for charging her to Ballyconra — Messrs. Ryan, Kelly, Campion, 
MtDonnell, Proctor, Sausse, and Hacket, seven ; for charging her to the 
Union at large — Messrs. Keeffe, Byrne, Staunton, Neville, and the Chair- 
man, five ; declined to vote — Messrs. Rochford, Bowder, and Fitzpatrick, 
three; — so she was ordered to be charged to Ballyconra Electoral Division.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland have had before them the statement contained in the Minutes

Walsh an applicant for admission to the Workhouse, has been, as she 
alleges, removed from Newcastle-on-Tyne to Waterford; and in reference 
thereto' the Commissioners have to observe that fivo_ years’ continuous 
residence in the same parish, in England, without receipt of relief, would 
be sufficient- for gaining a settlement in the parish ; but in this case it 
appears, from inquiries formerly made by Mr. Hamilton, Poor Law In- 
spector that the woman left her residence and went, for some time, else- 
where and this proceeding, probably, rendered her legally removable on 
receipt of parochial relief.

As regards the 
relief give'll in tlus case, the Commissioners have to observe that, the cost 
would appear to be chargeable to the Union at large, and not to any 
particular Electoral Division.

Statement of William Fitzgerald. 

William Fitzgerald, aged about thirty, now an inmate of the Infirmary of 
Waterford Union Workhouse, having been duly sworn, states— -I am a native 
of Blackrock, in the county Cork; I was married in loughal, about six 
years ago, and I lived there after my marriage until I went to Wales, about 
four and a-half years ago. I went to the parish of Trevethin, and I obtained, 
employment there at my trade — shoemaking. I have, at different tune, 
suffered from pains, hut more particularly so during the last twelvemonth. 
I only applied for relief once in Pontypool, the Union in which irevetm 
is: I got out-door relief there — three or four loaves of bread, and -s. wee 1 y 
for myself, wife, and child. I was so relieved about three months; 1 
then required to return to Ireland. I was sent, by orders of the Guardians, 
to Newport, and at Newport I, and my wife and child, were ordered y a 
Mr. Salter to go to Mrs. Haxlable’s, and then on hoard the brig uarian , 
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bound for Cork. She was a sailing vessel. IVe left Newport on last Friday 
fire weeks ; the weather was very bad, and the vessel had to put in to 
1 Cardiff for some days, then Milford for about fourteen days. We made 
Wexford, and then “came on ” to Passage, where we arrived on last Tuesday. 
The captain of the Garland told me he had fourteen days' provisions for us. 
I got no money or no provisions given to me ; there was another woman and 
her sou sent by the parish by the same ship, hut they landed at Cardiff. I 
went on shore at Milford, and took some turnips out of a field, as our pro- 
visions were then exhausted, and the captain of the “ Garland ” refused to give 
us any more. X had no other alternative. My wife, child, cud I slept and 
lived where the sailors did, and we had no bedclothes. We did not take off 
onr clothes during the passage. On our arrival at Passage we landed; and 
having been told by Mrs. Haxlable, the Matron of the House of Refuge at 
Newport, to apply at the first Union we might he landed at in Ireland, we 
hastened on to Waterford, and reached that place about eight p.rn. on 
Tuesday lust ; applied for relief to the Believing Officer, and get immediate 
admission to the Workhouse.

In reply to your letter of yesterday, I beg to state that Fitzgerald was 
sent to Ireland according to the order of the Quarter Sessions, as approved 
by Sn- George Grey, formerly Secretary of State. 

The “ Garland ’ is a very good vessel, and fourteen days' provisions is 
about double the quantity generally given, the reason being the probability 
of the vessel waiting for wind in the Cardiff Roads, which, in this instance, 
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happened to be the case, and, during the stay, the man or his wife could hare 
come from Cardiff, as other persons did, for fresh provisions . 

The amount 4s. 2d. per head, being fixed for sendmgthem home, being the 
nrrler of the County Magistrates, is certainly very far too small, as it not only 
Sudes their passage money, but also their provisions; and occasionally I 
Send the 3S which is allowed for my trouble, as it is rarely the Captains 
Si take less than 2s. 6rf. per head, independent of their provisions. I do 
not know how the vessel reached Waterford, as she was chartered for Cork.

Mary Walsh, having been duly sworn, states : — I am the wife of Joseph 
Walsh, who left me on the 3rd of May, 1835, at Newcastle-on-T yne • I 
have not seen him since ; I went with him to Newcastle-on- Tyne, in June 
1 844 ; we resided in the Parish of Long Newton, near Newcastle, until 1 B 52 * 
in the same street, viz., Engine-street; we went to London in 185-’ and 
remained there for fourteen months : I then returned by myself, with my 
children, to Engine-street, to my former residence ; my husband followed 
me there about six weeks subsequently, and remained there with me until 
May, 1835 ; he then deserted me, as I have said ; I continued to support 
myself until about five weeks before last Easter, when I was obliged to go 
into the fever hospital at Newcastle; my children were taken into the 
Workhouse, as the person I had lodged witli would not keep the children • 
and they were taken by the police into the Workhouse; as soon as I re- 
covered, I wanted my discharge, in order to go and earn my bread, as I had 
always done ; but I was informed that I must be sent back to my husband’s 
county in Ireland, viz., ^Kilkenny; and I and my children were removed 
against our will, and sent to Waterford; I have four children now all of 
whom were born in England ; the eldest will be twelve years of age next 
August ; the youngest is twenty months old.
